William  Orr,  Kt^neral  freight  a^ent  of 
the  Duluth,  South  Shore  and  Atlantic, 
says  he  apprehends  no  change,  at  least 
at  present,  in  freijfht  rates.  The  road 
expects  to  do  a  much  larger  business  out 
of  Duluth,  as  soon  as  navigation  closes. 
"Duluth  has  a  better  rate  than  either 
St.  Paul  or  Minneapolis,"  said  Mr.  Orr 
to  a  Herald  reporter.  "The  South  Shore 
rate  is  at  present  ten  cents  under  the 
lowest  rate  to  St.  Paul  from  the  East  via 
Chicago.  The  Zenith  Tity  Short  line  is 
a  name  that  means  somethiDg." 

Matters  are  not  »^  quiet  in  the  passen- 
ger department.    St.  Paul  roads  are  in 
arms  over  what  they  are  pleased  to  call 
"demoralization  of  rates  out  of  Duluth." 
It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  Eastern 
Minnesota  had  proposed  to  withdraw  its 
present  East-bound  rates,  via    the    Du- 
luth, South  Shore  aad  Atlantic,  provid- 
ing   the  latter  was  given    ticket    repre- 
sentation   by  the  Northern  Pacific  and 
Manitoba.       Northern    Pacific    officials 
say:     "We    have    never    refused    ticket 
representation.     On    the    contrary,    we 
have  always    been  willing    to  make  the 
same  concessions  we  have  made  the  Soo 
line.     But  rates  out  of   Duluth  must   be 
first    adjusted.    We   are,  in    connection 
with      the      Wisconsin      Central,      in- 
terested   in    business   from    the    Lake 
Superior    country    and   must  look  after 
our  own  interests.    The  South  Shore   is 
not  satisfied  to  be  placed  upon  the  same 
basis  with  the  Soo  line.     It  wants  a  dif- 
ferent rate  to  Western   New    York    and 
other  territory  to  which  it  has  as  good  a 
line  as  they  have.  We  want  to  do  exactly 
what  is  just    and    nothmg    more.    Cer- 
tainly one  cannot  expect  us    to  help  any 
one    to    cut   our  own  throat,   especially 
when  thep  are  upon  an  equally  as  good 
footing  as  we." 

In  regard  to  this  Mr.  Hibbard  has 
made  repeatedly  the  following  statement 
in  The  Herald  and  elsewhere:  "The 
Zenith  City  Short  line  is  the  shortest  to 
the  East.  The  road  is  distinctively  a 
Duluth  route,  and  we  shall  continue  to 
give  Duluth  the  benefit  of  this  fact,  no 
matter  what  St.  Paul  roads  may  do  or 
say."

Piifi  CiTT,  Nov.  26.— The  moat  itro- 
oious  tragedy  that  was  ever  enacted  in 
Pine  county  occurred  here  yesterday. 
William  Brooker,  the  murderer,  and 
William  Coombs  married  sisters. 
Brooker  was  jealous  of  his  present  wife, 
who  was  his  brother'^  widow,  the  brother 
having  died  about  eight  years  ago. 
Brooker  and  his  wife  were  visiting  at 
Coombs's  house.  Coombs  was  busy  at 
the  barn.  Brooker  went  to  the  house 
and  commenced  to  abuse  his  wife. 

Mrs.  Coombs  interfered  and  forbid 
quarreling  at  her  houne,  when,  without 
a  word  of  warning,  Brooker  sent  a  rifle 
ball  through  her  neck,  killing  her  in- 
stantly. Coombs,  hearing  the  noise, 
rushed  up  from  the  barn  only  to  b«  met 
with  \  deadly  charge  of  shot  in  the  ab- 
domen. Brooker  went  directly  to  Chris- 
tian Heisler's  at  Chengwatona,  and 
coolly  told  them  he  had  shot  and  killed 
Coombs  and  his  wife,  and  had  one  more 
he  wanted  to  kill.  Soon  he  skipped  for 
the  woods.  SheritT  McLaughlin  and  a 
deputy  caught  him  last  evening,  and 
have  him  safe  in  jail.  Coombs  was  a 
quiet  and  respectable  member  of  the  G. 
A.  R.  post  at  this  place.  Excitement 
runs  high,  and  there  is  talk  of  lynching. 

DESERTED  CIGARS. 

Con»«<|uent]y  the  Kndit  of  the  Austrian 
Exchequer  Fall  to  Connect. 

New  York,  Nov.  25.— Advices  from 
Austria  say  that  the  "smokers'  strike" 
which  was  inaugurated  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  has  seriously  depleted  the 
national  exchequer. 

The  sale  of  tobacco  and  cigars  is  in 
Austria  as  well  as  Hungary  a  state  mo- 
nopoly, and  the  cigars  which  are  made 
in  a  number  of  state  factories,  are  sold 
at  fixed  prices,  like  stumps  in  other 
countries.  The  strike  was  brought  about 
by  an  increase  in  these  prices,  and  the 
smokers  have  taken  to  pipes  and  cigar- 
ettes, leaving  the  cigars  to  the  exchequer.

Paris,  Nov.  25.— An  extraordinary 
story  comes  from  Klagenf  unt  in  Carin- 
thia.  About  a  year  ago  a  young  man, 
calling  himself  the  Count  Sizaiidor  Vay, 
and  claiming  to  be  a  member  of  a  noble 
Hungarian  familv,  took  up  his  residence 
in  the  place  and  proceeded  to  live  in  a 
style  of  (ionsiderable  luxury.  He  in- 
curred numerous  heavy  debts,  but 
gained  the  entire  confidence  of  a 
wealthy  family  owning  a  villa  situated 
on  the  lake,  and  finally  succeeded  in 
winning  the  daughter  of  the  house.  The 
wedding  was  solemnized  with  consider- 
able ceremony,  but  shortly  after  the 
honeymoon  the  count's  embarrassments 
became  so  great  that  his  creditors  ac- 
cused him  of  swindling  and  caused  his 
arrest.  The  extraordinary  fact  then 
came  to  light  that  the  so-called  count 
was  a  woman. 


Fairland,  Ind.,  Nov.  25.— A  few  days 
ago  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Gebbart,  living  several 
miles  from  this  place,  found  their  son  in 
a  beastly  state  of  intoxication.  They 
notified  saloonkeepers  not  to  sell  him  in- 
toxicants.   Friday  night  they  came   in 

again  and    caught   their   son    drinking 
beer. 

Mrs.  Gebhart  took  the  glass  from  him 
and  dashed  its  contents  in  the  bartend- 
er's face,  and  while  he  was  wiping  his 
eyes  she  broke  the  glass  over  his  head, 
inflicting  quite  a  deep  gash  in  his  fore- 
head. On  hearing  the  circumstance  the 
citizens  were  so  incensed  that  it  required 
considerable  effort  on  the  part  of  cooler- 
headed  people  to  prevent  a  general  up- 
rising that  would  have  demolished  the 
saloons  by  force. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  wait 
upon  the  saloon  keepers  and  request 
them  at  once  to  retire  from  business.

The 
citizens  have  raised  a  fund  and  bound 
themselves  to  never  again  allow  a  saloon 
to  exist  in  town.

A  Couple    of  Cool  Koad  Agents  in  Indian 
Territory. 

OswE(Jo,  Kan.,  Nov.  25.— A  train  rob- 
bery of  extraordinary  boldness  was  ac- 
complished in  the  Choctaw  nation,  In- 
dian territory,  last  night.  A  Missouri, 
Kansas  and  Texas  express  train,  north- 
bound for  St.  Louis,  was  held  up  on 
Pryor  creek  near  Perry  station  and  the 
express  car  robbed  of  about  $50,000.  The 
robbers  displayed  great  coolness  and 
went  about  their  work  in  such  a  familiar 
manner  as  to  convince  the  train  men 
that  they  were  more  old-time  professionals 
than  amateur  road  agents.  They  were 
only  two  in  number.

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Called  Into  Queatlon. 

Attorney-General  Clapp  has  received 
an  application  for  quo  warranto  proceed- 
ings against  the  Eastern  Minnesota  Rail- 
way company,  and  has  granted  a  hearing 
for  W^ednesday.  The  action  is  brought 
to  determine  what  rights  the  Minnesota 
road  has  for  existing.  The  application 
is  induced  by  similar  actions  in  the  East 
again»t  the  Great  Northern  Railroad 
company.  The  act  under  which 
the  Eastern  Minnesota  is  incorpo- 
rated is  claimed  to  be  unconstitutional. 
The  act  of  incorporation  conferred  an 
unlimited  right  to  build  the  road  in  any 
part  of  the  state  and  to  construct 
branches  which  might  be  operated  under 
any  name  and  independent  of  the  main 
road.  It  is  alleged  that  this  road,  being 
organized  under  a  special  act,  is  not 
legally  organized,  as  its  charter  was 
rendered  void  by  an  act  prohibiting  the 
incorporation  of  any  such  company  by  a 
special  act.  The  Eastern  Minnesota 
claims  its  organization  is  secure.  The 
act  under  which  the  company  was 
organized  was  a  territorial  act,  and  was 
ratified  by  the  state. 

Locating  a  New  Road. 

Engineer  Dunbar  has  completed  a 
survey  of  the  Little  Falls,  Mille  Lacs 
and  Lake  Superior  railway,  which  he 
has  located  from  Little  Falls  as  far  as 
the  south  bay  of  the  Mille  Lacs  lake,  a 
distance  of  thirty-eight  miles.  The  route 
is  a  feasible  one,  passing  through  large 
forests  of  excellent  pine.  A  location  for 
a  depot  has  been  selected  on  the  margin 
of  the  lake.  The  remaining  portion  to 
Duluth  will  not  be  located  this  fall.  This 
road  is  believed  to  be  a  branch  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  to  make  a  shorter 
route  for  its  Little  Falls  and  Duluth 
branch.  It  will  connect  with  the  old 
line  near  Northern  Pacific  Junction. 


A  Decided  Stand. 

Cleveland,  Nov.  25.  -The  declaration 
of  the  recent  national  conference  of  the 
churches  of  God  in  Jesus  Christ,  to  the 
affect  that  no  person  accustomed  to  the 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors;  and  no  per- 
son engaged  in  the  liquor  traffic  can 
enter  into  tte  Kingdom  of  Heaven;  is 
probably  the  most  radical  declaration  on 
this  subject  that  has  ever  l)een  made  by 
a  religious  denomination.  It  is  of  the 
greater  imp<;rtance,  moreover  from  the 
fact  that  it  is  to  be  incorporated  into  the 
articles  of  belief  of  the  church,  and  con- 
sequently becomes  one  of  its  doctrines. 

England's  Persuasive  BlethodH. 

London,  Nov.  25.— Government  ad- 
vices from  Melbourne  say  that  the 
English  cruiser  Royalist  has  shelled  and 
destroyed  several  villages  on  the  Solo- 
mon islands,  upwards  of  fifty  natives 
being  killed.  The  attack  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  natives  were 
charged  with  having  decoyed  and  mur- 
dered an  Englishman  named  Nelson  and 
three  boys  from  a  ship  that  had  touched 
at  the  islands,  and  afterward  roasted 
and  devoured  the  uodiee.

AN  ASYLUM  BURNS. 

Klght  Insane  Inmates  Probably  Killed;    a 
Loss  of  $300,000. 

Blackfoot,  Idaho,  Nov.  25.— The  ter- 
ritorial asylum  was  destroyed  by  fire 
this  morning.  The  fire  was  caused  by  a 
defective  flue  in  the  basement.  Fifty- 
seven  out  of  sixty-five  inmates  were 
rescued,  while  two  women  and  two  men 
are  known  to  have  perished,  and  four 
are  yet  missing,  and  are  supposed  to  have 
been  burned.

Taylors viLLE,  Ind.,  Nov.  25.— Frank 
Engleman  of  Nashville  was  attacked  by 
a  fierce  full-grown  gray  eagle  while  on 
his  way  to  town  last  evening.  When 
first  noticed  the  bird  was  at  a  great 
height.  A  minute  later  it  swooped 
down  on  Engleman,  striking  him  with 
terrific  force  and  burying  its  talons  in 
his  clothing  and  flesh.  Engleman  was 
on  horseback,  and  before  he  could  dis- 
mount he  was  badly  clawed  by  the  bird. 
He  was  without  weapons  and  could  only 
defend  hin^self  with  his  bare  hands.

In  this  enactment, 
through    some    oversight,    no  provision 
was  made  for  the  means    or    manner   in 
which  monies  to  defray  the  expense  of 
building  should  be  raised.    This  was  the 
chief  point  of  discussion  at  the  meeting. 
An  opinion  was  expressed  that  by  paying 
for  the  building  of  a  bridge   out    of  the 
general  fund,    neither  the    charter  nor 
the  legislative  act    would    be  infringed 
upon. 

A  bridge  that  could  be  used  by  rail 
roads  would  undoubtedly  cost  the  city 
not  far  from  $"200,000,  but  this  sum 
would,  in  all  probabiUty,  be  guaranteed 
by  the  different  companies  for  use  of  the 
structure,  or  by  many  other  methods 
the  bridge  could  be  built,  costing  the 
city  practically  nothing. 

At  the  hour  of  going  to  press    the  dis- 
cussion was  still  in  progress.

Mend  Into  bulToojiinK  and  break  tldoUty  to  uii- 
tUi'e,  Just  for  tlie  sake  of  makliiif  people  lautrh 
at  tha  :iame  antics  at  wblvh  they  would  lauyh 
111  ft  monkey  or  a  circus  clown.  In  jjenulne 
comedy,  InU'rpreted  by  a  genuine  oomedUn , 
mirth  is  pn>voked  from  actions  that  can  be 
seen  In  some  on^  we  know.  Tlie  comedian 
"holds  the  mirror  up  to  nature"  with  a  greater 
fidelity  tbau  even  the  tragedian.

There  are  but  few  comedians  on  the  Ameri- 
can stage  today.  Joe  Jetferson.  Florence, 
William  Crane,  Joe  Enunet,  Robson,  perhaps, 
and  one  or  two  others.  Yet  every  theatrical 
company  that  comes  along  has  a  "comedian." 
Comedy,  In  the  present  acceptance  of  the 
term,  means  simply  burlesque  or  buffoonery. 
We  laugh  at  clownish  capenngs,  at  extravag- 
liut  manners,  at  highly  exaggerated  actions. 
This  comedian  tries  to  mimic,  but  does  it  In 
such  an  outlandish  manner  that  his  mimicry 
looses  Itself  In  extravaganza.  James 
Conber         Boach,  a         man         seldom 

beard  of.  Is  the  only  genuine  Irish  comedian 
on  tbe  stage  today.  He  faithfully  represents 
the  child  of  the  Emerald  Isle  In  all  his  pleasing 
peculiarities:  he  does  not  make  an  Irishman 
look  and  act  like  an  ape.  Joe  Emmet  Is  a 
genuine  German  comedian;  he  brings  out  all 
pathos  and  all  laughter  there  is  In  a  "Fader- 
lander."  To  Gu3  Williams  may  also  the  term 
correctly  apply.  In  many  things  Henry  Dlxey 
is  a  comedian;  In  others  bets  simply  a  bur- 
lesquer.  Denman  Thompson  and  Nell  Burgess 
are  comedian  specialists.  Nat  Goodwin, 
Roland  Reed,  Ned  Harrlgan,  Francis  Wilson 
(generally),  Jimmy  Powers,  De  Wolff  Hopper. 
James  Lewis  and  many  others  of  the  same 
class  are  simply  talented  burles(iuert>.  I  am 
led  to  these  remarks  by  the  severe,  but  not  tbe 
less  correct,  criticisms  of  Tragedian  Bandmann 
on  the  modern  stage  and  player.

A  few  days  ago  The  Herald  printed  an  allu- 
sion to  the  power  of  song.  A  few  Instances  of 
this  wonderful  power  have  come  under  my 
observation.  The  world  U  familiar  with 
Taylor's  beautiful  story  In  rhyme,  which 
runs: 

They  lay  beneath  th<»  battery's  front 
Below  tbe  smoking  cannon. 

Brave  hearts  from  Severn,  and  from  Clyde, 
And  from  tbe  banks  of  Shannon. 

"Give  us  a  song."  a  guardsman  said:

Will  bring  enough  of  sorrow."

When  the  military  expedition  under  the 
command  of  the  lamented  Custer  reached  the 
then  unknc^Wn  Black  Hills,  the  first  camp  was 
made  very  near  what  Is  now  Custer  City.  The 
discovery  of  gold  had  been  made  near  the  l)a8e 
of  Harneys  Peak,  and  the  day  had  been  one  of 
excitement.  Couriers  were  to  leave  for  Bis- 
mark  early  in  tbe  morning  with  the  latest 
news,  and  all  were  busily  at  work  writing 
letters  and  preparing  graphic  accounts  of  tne 
new  Eldorado.  The  darkness  came  on  sud- 
denly, and  gleaming  camp-fires  outlined  the 
positions  of  the  command.  Tbe  Santee  and 
Arlckaree  scouts  bad  been  crooning  over  songs 
In  tbe  Santee  Sioux  dialect  until  one  Indian 
broke  a  silence  with:

The  voice  was  that  of  old  Aunt 
dally,  as  black  as  the  blackest,  who  was  cook 
for  some  of  the  officers.  The  tune  died  away, 
lt«last  notes  drifting  off  among  tbe  tree  tops, 
filtering  into  a  pleasant  nothingness,  and 
Aunt  Sally  turned  to  re-enter  her  ambulance, 
when  Gen.  Custer,  who  had  been  listening  in 
the  shadowy  bacl<ground,  said  to  her,  "Auntie, 
you  sing  well;  suppose  you  try  one  of  your 
own  songs,  and  the  old  woman  in  compliance 
started  up, 
"The  sun  shines   bright   In   my  old  Kentucky 

home," 
the  entire  expedition,   excepting   the  scouts. 
Joining  in .    "Rien  she  led  off  with 

"Way  down  upon  the  Swanoe  rlbber," 
and  several  other  songs  were  disposed  of.  They 
lacked  polish,  and  the  amoun,-  of  voice-culture 
displayed  was  not  large,  but  there  was  an 
earnestness  and  vim  about  the  rendition  that 
filled  some  eyes  with  tears  and  brought  back 
memories  of  forgotten  hearthstone  gatherings, 
the  merry  cornhuakings  or  harvest  homes,  or 
perhaps  a  shadowy  recollection  of  happy  eve- 
nings in  some  old  ranshacklc  red  schoolhouse, 
with  the  young  folks  of  tbe  district  for  com- 
panions.

Tbe  night  was  a  pleasant  one,  the  sky  starlit 
and  cloudless,  the  myriads  of  camp-fires 
painted  r/lerd  flaming  rtfts  against  tbe  back- 
ground of  dark  pines,  and  now  and  then  a 
brighter  flame  than  usual  would  disclose  a 
long  row  of  tents,  almost  ghastly  In  tiielr 
flickering  whiteness.

There  are  now  on  Isle  Royale  aban- 
done*.l  works  showing  the  vast  extent  of 
the  industry.  There  are  also  works  as 
many  centuries  old  as  the  others  are 
years,  where  the  prehistoric  Americans 
came  to  obtain  their  supply  of  metal  for 
all  purpijses.  Those  early  Aztecs,  Tol- 
tecs,  lost  tribes,  or  whatever  they  may 
have  been,  could  use  copper  in  a  way  we 
cannot.  They  tempered  it  as  tine  as 
steel,  and  many  of  these  tempered  in- 
struments have  been  found  on  the  is- 
land and  at  Duluth. 

But  while  the  Land  company  bought 
Isle  Royale  for  its  mineral,  it  was  quick 
to  see  that  there  can  be  made  a  most 
delightful  summer  resort,  and  it  pro- 
poses to  make  it  such.  A  road  is  to  be 
cut  the  entire  length  of  the  island,  an 
hotel  to  be  built,  probably  at  the  west- 
em  end,  and  several  cottages  to  be 
erected.  Every  etfort  will  be  made  to 
"boom"  the  resort  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  not  soon  become  the  rival 
of  any  resort  on  the  lakes.  All  this,  as 
well  as  the  copper  industry,  will  re- 
dound to  the  advantage  of  Duluth. 


A  PLEASING  ORE  PREDICTION. 

Ltkk»  Sap«rior  Mlneit  Will  8hip  tf.OOO.OOO 
Tons;  The  Ore  Market. 

The  review  of  the  iron  ore  trade,  pub- 
lished in  the  last  number  of  The  Cleve- 
land Iron  Trade  Review,  and  reprinted 
below,  is  perhaps  the  most  important 
and  pleasing  statement  of  the  kind  made 
for  a  long  time.  It  is  as  follows  and  well 
deserves  reading  and  thought: 

It  is  siife  to  say  that  the  close  of  navi- 
gation will  hnd  at  Lake  Erie  ports  less 
iLOSold  ore  than  at  any  time  since  the 
beginning  of  this  industry.  This  fact, 
coupled  with  the  largest  output  on 
record  in  the  Lake  Superior  country, 
disposes  of  the  claim  of  speculative  min- 
ing, no  less  than  it  demonstrates  the 
wonderful  growth  of  the  home  market. 
The  additional  wants  of  the  new  fur- 
naces in  the  Central  West,  now  building, 
already  call  for  an  increased  output  next 
year  of  from  800,000  to  1,000,000  tons, 
while  everybody  is  agreed  that  Eastern 
steel  makers  will  have  to  look  for  their 
supply  of  ore  almost  entirely  to  the  Lake 
Superior  country,  so  that,  tarring  acci- 
dents, a  moderate  estimate  for  the  out- 
put of  1890  is  9,OUO,000  tons,  which  is 
probably  too  low  a  tigure.  It  may  be 
interesting  in  this  connection  to  note 
that  during  the  season  of  1889  about 
275,000  tons  of  non- Bessemer  ore  went 
east  of  the  mountains,  while  the  pros- 
pects are  good  next  year  of  sending  a 
million  tons  beyond  the  Alieghenies. 

Since  the  report  of  last  week,  the  four 
mines  on  the  Marquette  range,  upon 
which  the  Schlesinger  syndicate  was  re- 
ported to  hold  options,  have  become  the 
property  of  the  syndicate  the  total  pur- 
chase price  being  ?i75i3,000.  This  gives 
to  the  syndicate  the  Dunn,  Armania, 
Chapin,  Iron  River,  Florence  and  Voungs- 
town,  on  the  Menominee  range,  and  the 
Queen,  Prince  of  Wales  Buffalo  and 
South  Buffalo,  on  the  Marquette  range, 
with  a  total  record  of  ore  mined,  during 
1889,  of  1,200,000  tons.  The  shipping 
season  is  about  to  close,  and  next  week 
will  be  the  last  of  it.  The  feeling  seems 
to  be  general  that  prices  will  advance 
still  further,  early  in  the  year.  Notwith- 
standing the  enormous  production 
atojks  do  not  accumulate,  and  the  out- 
look could  not  be  better  for  the  pig  iron 
man.  English  iron  cannot  enter  this 
country  for  less  than  128  to  $;3t^,  besides 
iron  here  has  not  advanced  by  consider- 
able proportion  to  the  English.  The 
supply  in  both  countries  seems  inade- 
quate for  the  demand.  There  have  been 
recent  contracts  let  for  nearly  100,000 
cars.  This  will  require  500,040  tons  of 
pig  iron.  Offers  and  reports  from  al- 
most every  direction  show  strong,  active, 
advancing  markets.  During  the  past 
two  or  three  weeks,  at  Pittsburg,  trans- 
actions in  pig  iron  have  been  light,  as 
consumers  were  well  supplied  and  pre- 
ferred to  hold  off  and  watch  the  market. 
Prices  have,  however,  been  well  main- 
tained and  there  is  no  sign  of  weakness. 
On  account  of  the  speculative  buying  of 
Southern  irons  at  the  furnaces,  nearly 
all  quotations  at  St.  Louis  have  been 
withdrawn  and  business  is  at  a  stand- 
still. Consumers  are  not  sharing  in  the 
excitement  and  are  disposed  to  take 
their  chances  later.

Nkw  Yokk,  Nov.  25.  -Whatever  may 
be  the  outcome  of  the  present  trial  of 
the  men  who  are  accuseil  of  participation 
m  the  murder  of  Dr.  Cronin,  it  is  given 
out  on  goiHl  authority  that  the  charges 
against  certain  men  once  prominent  in 
the  Clan-na-Uael,  and  for  the  continued 
reiteration  of  which  the  Irish  physician 
paid  forfeit  with  his  life,  are  not  to  be 
dropped. 

The  charge  that  Patrick  Egan  was 
compelled  to  place  the  sum  of  $100,000 
of  Irish  Lund  league  funds  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  triangle;  the  circumstances 
under  which  Alexander  Sullivan  was  en- 
abled to  deposit  tlie  sum  of  $83,OCX)  to 
his  credit  in  the  Traders  bank  and  sub- 
sequently draw  it  out  for  speculative 
purposes,  and  the  disposition  made  of 
the  immense  sums  of  money  remitted  to 
the  executive  board  between  1884  and 
1887 — all  these  things,  it  is  said,  will  be 
probed  to  the  bottom.  The  hurried 
trips  that  have  been  taken  by  several 
leading  anti-triangle  Irishmen  to  Chicago 
during  the  past  five  weeks  have  been 
necessitated  by  the  fact  that  prominent 
counsel  in  that  city  has  been  retained  in 
connection  with  others  in  this  city  to 
assist  in  the  investigation. 

All  the  papers  left  behind  by  the 
murdered  physician  bearing  upon  the 
charges  are  being  arranged  in  shape  for 
presentation  to  the  next  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  Irish  National  League,  when 
a  formal  resolution  will  be  submitted  de- 
manding an  investigation  of  Egan's  con- 
nection with  the  affair. 

Meanwhile  an  investigation  is  going  on 
in  England  relative  to  the  suggestion 
that  many  of  the  men  sent  across  the 
water  on  secret  missions  were  deliber- 
ately betrayed  to  the  British  govern- 
ment. There  are  over  fifteen  of  these 
men  still  confined  in  Millbank  and  other 
penitentiaries;  and  several  of  these  are 
said  to  have  made  statements  that  throw 
considerable  light  on  the  circumstances 
under  which  they  were  sent  abroad,  and 
the  peculiar  circumstances  surrounding 
their  arrests.  Those  behind  these  en- 
quiries are  Irishmen  of  nerve  and  deter- 
mination, and  they  declare  with  em- 
phasis that  no  stone  will  be  left  un- 
turned, aud  no  money  spared,  to  uncover 
the  doings  of  the  triangle  from  the  day 
that  it  assumed  the  reins  of  power  up  to 
the  day  that  the  life-blood  of  Dr.  Cronin 
was  shed.  

The  Last  Staffe. 

Chicago,  Nov.  25. — The  last  stage  of 
the  Cronin  murder  trial  commenced  to- 
day, with  the  rebuttal  testimony  of  the 
prosecution,  and  as  the  trial  nears  its 
end,  the  public  interest  increases  in  a 
corresponding  degree.  All  evidence 
will  probably  be  in  by  Wednesday  and 
the  summing  up  will  be  proceeded  with 
without  delay.  There  will  be,  according 
to  the  present  program,  three  speeches 
on  each  side;  and  ten  days  will  be  thus 
occupied.  On  this  basis  the  case  will  go 
to  the  jury  about  Dec.  5  or  6.

In  th«  Right  Direction    and    of    Vital   Im- 
portance to  Health, 

The  health  officer  and  a  veterinary 
surgeon  on  one  of  their  monthly  visits  to 
Glen- Avon  farm  report  as  follows: 

Duluth,  Nov.  9, 1889. 

On  Nov.  5,  without  notice,  I  made  a 
thorough  investigation  of  the  dairy  at 
Glen-Avon  farm,  and  found  the  sanitary 
conditions  excellent.  The  cattle  (a  large 
percentage  of  which  are  thorough-bred 
and  high-grade  Jerseys)  are  all  in  good 
health ;  the  stables  are  clean,  well  drained 
and  well  ventilated. 

The  daily  rations  for  the  cattle  con- 
sists of  good  hay,  ensilage,  corn,  ground 
oats  and  bran,  with  an  occasional  feed  of 
cut  roots  and  flaxseed  meal;  they  are 
watered  from  a  thirty-foot  well,  pure 
and  cold.  All  the  cattle  appear  to  be 
treated  as  pets,  and  are  regularly  carded 
and  groomed. 

There  seems  to  t)e  a  very  free  use  of 
slacked  lime  or  land  plaster  in  sprinkling 
the  barn  floors  with  daily,  which  is  highly 
commendable.  The  care  of  the  milk  is 
perfect,  as  it  is  strained  and  cooled  in  a 
building  away  from  the  barns,  where 
there  is  no  animal  or  vegetable  matter 
whatever.  As  soon  as  milked  it  is 
strained  and  weighed  or  measured  and 
immediately  carried  to  the  milk  house, 
where  it  is  again  strained  into  large  tin 
cans  and  set  in  a  running  spring,  where 
the  water  is  below  50  Thr.  the  year 
round,  and  kept  there  until  thoroughly 
cooled,  when  it  is  strained  once  more. 
That  which  is  reserved  for  cream  re- 
mains set  in  the  spring  until  all  the  cream 
has  separated  from  the  milk.  The  quality 
of  the  milk  is  above  the  average, 
and  must  necessarily  be  so,  as  the  man- 
ager of  the  farm  is  strictly  forbidden  to 
use  brewery  slops,  kitchen  refuse  or  any 
other  unwholesome  food,  as  is  the  fre- 
quent and  illegal  practice  in  some  of  the 
dairies  supplving  this  city.

FOR  MARINERS. 


Making    1890     Contracts;    Ore  Docks   at 
Marquette :  General  Not««, 

Already  charters  for  a  very  large 
amount  of  ore  has  been  made  for  1890 
delivery.  It  is  an  unusual  matter,  this 
chartering  for  a  new  season  when  the 
old  is  scarcely  over,  but  ore  miners  and 
vesaelmen  both  realize  thai  next  year's 
mining  is  to  be  tremendous.  Rates  paid 
are  given  as  $1.35  from  Two  Harbors  and 
Ashiaad,  $1.25  from  Marquette,  and  $1.10 
from  Escanaba.  Less  than  a  year  ago, 
when  the  tirst  charters  were  made  from 
Two  Harbors  for  1889,  they  were  at  th© 
rate  of  $1.25  per  ton  for  125,000  tons. 

The  United  States  revenue  cutter 
Feesenden  has  returned  to  Detroit  from 
a  cruise,  and  will  go  out  of  commission 
on  Saturday. 

At  Buffalo  the  steamer  Kaliyuga  fell 
short  718  bushels,  while  the  Fedora,  un- 
loaded previous,  overran  728  bushela 
The  Kaliyuga  loaded  at  the  same  houses 
just  tefore  the  Fedora,  and  it  is  there- 
fore probable  that  the  latter  got  a 
couple  of  drafts  of  the  former's  wheat. 
The  affair  was  easily  settled. 

The  Marquette.  Champion  and  Chi- 
cago railway  will  probably  build  two 
large  ore  do**ks  at  Marquette  during  the 
winter.  The  new  docks  will  increase  ore 
shipments  from  that  port  about  one- 
third.  The  construction  of  the  road  is 
now  practically  assured,  and  will  com- 
mence next  spring.  The  new  line  is 
designed  to  afford  additional  shipping 
facilities  to  the  mines  of  the  Marquette 
range. 

The  good  people  of  Superior  have  good 
skating  now,  their  harbor  and  bay  having 
frozen  over  Saturday  night,  the  23d.  Ice 
is  now  several  inches  thick.  As  several 
more  vessels  are  expected,  a  tug  is 
busily  employed  in  running  up  and 
down  from  the  West  Superior  docjks  to 
the  entry,  the  cost  of  whi'ih  the  people 
pay.  Were  the  channel  between  Duluth 
and  Superior  harbors  dredged  enough 
for  large  vessels,  as  it  probably  will  be 
Boxt  year,  there  would  be  need  of  ice 
breaking  only  for  a  shj^rt  distance,  from 
the  end  of  Rices  Point  to  West  Superior. 

Capt.  Whet  ler  expects  clear  water  in 
the  lake  and  Duluth  harbor  for  the  runs 
of  the  Dixon  to  north  shore  points  until 
Jan.  1  at  least. 

A  matter  to  be  noted  in  connection 
with  the  present  advance  movement  for 
tonnage  is  the  stimulus  that  will  be 
given  to  shipbuilding.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  only  the  steel  yards  are  crowded 
with  new  work,  and  wood  yards  are  cor- 
respondingly idle.  But  the  certainty  of 
employment  for  all  the  tonnage  that  can 
be  turned  out  by  spring  cannot  fail  to 
supply  the  builders  of  wooden  ships 
with  an  abundance  of  orders  before  an- 
other month  has  passed  away. 

Tlie  lot  Ashore. 

The  steel  barge  101  is  ashore,  and  will 
probably  stay  out  of  the  water  for  some 
months.  She  has  just  been  hauled  out 
of  the  water  on  the  marine  railway  at 
Capt.  McDougall's  yard  and  a  crew  of 
men  will  at  once  begin  work  on  her. 
She  will  Ije  cut  in  two,  lengthened  20 
feet  and  a  stern  of  different  model  put 
on.  Her  turrets  are  to  be  cut  down. 
The  boat  will  then  have  a  considerably 
greater  capacity  and  will  steer  and  tow 
m  easily  as  her  consorts.

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Nov.  26.  -Another  big 
train  robbery  has  just  been  perpetrated, 
this  time  on  the  Santa  Fe,  in  the  Indian 
territory.

An  attempt  to  rob  the  Santa  Fe  train 
was  made  at  nearly  the  same  point  in 
the  territory  the  past  week,  but  the 
officers  of  the  road  somehow  got  wind  of 
the  plan  and  prevented  its  execution 
although  they  were  unable  to  capture 
the  robbers.  It  is  thought  they  are  the 
same  men  who  committed  the  robbery 
last  night. 

Another  Account. 

St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Nov.  26. -About  12 
o'clock  last  night  fifteen  masked  and 
heavily  armed  men  boarded  the  South- 
bound Atchinson,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
passenger  train  at  Berwyn,  a  small  sta- 
tion m  Chickasaw  Nation,  Indian  Terri- 
tory, and  cut  the  engine,  mail  and  ex- 
press cars  loose.  They  then  ran  the 
train  south  for  about  two  miles  and 
threw  the  fireman  off  the  locomotive. 
Two  miles  further  the  engineer  was 
thrown  ofiF,  and  after  running  still  fur- 
ther four  miles,  steam  was  turned  off 
and  the  locomotive  "killed." 

Then  the  crew  of  six  began  the  attack 
on  the  express  car  guard.  The  messen- 
ger made  a  brave  fight  and  fired  some 
twenty  shots  at  the  robbers  outside,  but 
finally  gave  in  after  they  had  literally 
riddled  the  car  with  bullet  holes. 

The  money  stolen  is  between  $20,000 
and  §30,000,  and  came  principally  from 
Chicago.  The  United  States  marshals 
have  started  in  hot  pursuit,  and  expect 
to  get  the  robbers  after  a  short  tight.

AMERICAN  OFFICERS  IN  LUCK. 

Lieute.  l>Tigs»    and    S«hnfder    .Sell    Their 
Kapid- Firing  Oan  for  $600,000. 

Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Nov.  2G.— The 
Driggs-Schrreder  rapid-firing  gun,  in- 
vented by  LieutB.  Driggs  and  Schrceder, 
United  States  naval  officerB,  has  been 
sold  to  English  capitalists  for  IGOO.OOO. 
Lieut.  Schneder  is  the  commander  of 
the  dynamite  cruiser  Vesuvius,  and 
Lieut.  Driggs  is  one  of  the  best  authori- 
ties in  the  navy  on  ordinance  matters. 

The  sale  was  consummated  in  this 
city  a  few  days  ago  and  it  is  stated  that 
the  two  inventors  were  paid  the  full  pur- 
chase price  in  cash.  Several  of  the  guns 
were  built  at  Cramp's  shipyard  for  ex- 
perimental purposes,  and  after  being 
subjected  to  the  severest  tests  by  Eng- 
lish ordinance  experts  the  latf»r  unani- 
mously recommended  its  immediate  pur- 
chase, and  no  time  was  lost  in  coming  to 
terms.  As  usual  in  such  cases  the 
United  States  ordmance  experts  could 
not  find  any  merit  in  the  gun,  and  the 
inventors  were  compelled  to  go  out  of 
their  own  coutitr>'  to  have  their  genius 
properly  and  substantially    appreciated. 

The  advantages  of  the  new  gun  con- 
sist in  its  light  weight  and  rapid  tiring 
capacity.  It  weighs  only  fifteen  pounds, 
is  made  of  the  strongebt  kind  of  steel, 
and  can  fire  a  shot  tbree  miles.  It  can 
be  fired  three  times  as  fast  as  the  famous 
'  English  Armstrong  gun.

Edwardsville,  111.,  in  the   Scene  of  a  Larfe

Edwardsville,  111.,  Nov.  26.— A  dis- 
astrous conUagration  ocourred  here 
yesterday,  entailing  a  loss  of  about 
$300,000.  The  fire  started  in  the  ware- 
house of  Kehler  Bros.,  and  almost  simul- 
taneously the  fiames  ware  seen  issuing 
from  an  elevator.  When  discovered  the 
fire  had  gained  considerable  headway, 
and  the  mill  was  also  en  fire  before  the 
department  reached  the  scene. 

The  mayor  telegraphed  to  St.  Louis 
for  aid,  and  an  engine  was  sent,  but  the 
mill  property  was  doomed,  and  when  the 
elevator  fell  it  communicated  the  fiames 
to  a  residence  and  saloon,  then  to  a 
blacksmith  shop,  then  to  a  store  and 
tenement  building,  all  of  which  were 
badly  damaged  or  totally  destroyed. 
After  great  etTorts  the  firemen  succeeded 
in  checking  the  fiames.  The  losses 
amount  to  about  $.300,000;  i?250,000 
of  which  is  upon  the  mill,  elevator, 
warehouses  and  contents,  which  are 
about  half  covered  by  insurance.

TO  BOOM  DULUTH. 
Excursion 


Party  Fiom    Crookston  to 
Visit  Onluth. 

In  celebration  of  the  opening  of  the 
Duluth,  Crookston  and  Northern  rail- 
way, the  Northern  Pacific  road  will  give 
an  excursion  to  Duluth.  It  is  expected 
that  at  least  twenty-five  business  men 
from  the  hv^ly  Minnesota  town  will 
make  this  excursion  a  means  of  visitine 
Duluth.  * 

They  will  be  provided  with  a  sleeping 
car  and  a  day  coach.  The  train  will 
leave  Crookston  the  29th,  arriving  in 
Duluth  this  week  Saturday  morning.  It 
will  return  to  Crookston  the  evening  of 
the  30th,  but  as  most  of  the  excursion- 
ists will  not  be  ready  to  return  then, 
their  tickets  will  be  made  good  until 
Dec.  3.  It  is  probable  that  some  pro- 
gram will  be  arranged  for  their  enter- 
tainment. 


At  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  meet- 
ing this  morning  many  important  mat- 
ters came  up  for  considemtiun  and  much 
business  was  gone  through  during  the 
session. 

The  request  of  A.  C.  Raymond  of  De- 
troit to  be  given  credentials  for  Duluth 
representation  in  the  lobby  of  congress 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee.  Mr 
Raymond  will  go  to  Washington,  as 
stated  in  The  Herald  a  woek  ago,  in  the 
interest  of  cities  and  corporations  who 
desire  to  defeat  any  Jegisiation  adverse 
to  the  commercial  relations  of  Canadian 
railways  with  the  United  States. 

John  Gilman  of  Chicago  wrote  the 
chamber  that  he  desired  to  secure  a  car- 
load of  natural  products  from  Duluth 
and  Northern  Minnesota.  He  has  cars 
of  specimens  from  various  states,  and 
these  he  proposes  to  exhibit  throughout 
the  United  States.  Mr.  Gilman  calls 
his  scheme  an  "Exhibition  on  Wheels." 
The  matter  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee. 

Secretary  Phelps  announced  that  he 
had  received  a  number  of  replies  from 
communications  sent  out  regarding  the 
Sault  canal  matter.  One  from  Gen.  Poe 
stated  that  he  saw  the  dangers  that 
menaced  the  commerce  of  the 
lakes  through  the  defecte  in  the 
Sault.  He  thought  that  an 
Kppropriation  of  63,500,000  would  com- 
plete all  necessary  improvements. 
Several  other  communications  from  im- 
portant commercial  bodies  in  regard  to 
the  same  matter  showed  how  general 
was  the  interest  and  how  important  all 
believed  the  betterment  of  the  Sault. 

A  communication  from  the  New  York 
board  of  trade,  looking  to  the  better- 
ment of  the  United  States  marine  ser- 
vice, was  referred.  C.  E.  Kelsey,  the 
Wisconsin  agricultural  manufacturer, 
wrote  that  he  expected  to  visit 
Duluth  soon  to  bee  what  could 
be  done  toward  locating  his  manufactory 
here.  The  board  of  trade  of  New  Orleans 
asked  the  Chamber  to  endorse  its  claims 
to  the  new  government  navy-yard  that 
is  soon  to  be  established  on  the  gulf. 
The  secretary  was  authorized  to  cor- 
respond with  some  reliable  bridge  com- 
pany, asking  that  an  engineering  expert 
be  sent  here  to  estimate  the  cost  of  a 
bridge  across  the  canal. 

The  annual  election  of  the  Chamber 
will  be  held  next  week  Thursday.  The 
polls  will  be  open  from  9  to  12  a.  m.  A 
board  of  twenty -one  directors  and  a 
president  and  vice-president  are  the 
officers  to  be  chosen.

An  Knsfine  Jumps  the  Track;  Two  Duluth 

Men  Hurt. 

At  the  Rices  Point  railway  yard  this 
morning  two  men  were  badly  injured  by 
an  engine  jumping  the  track.  W.  J. 
Bellamore  and  a  companion  switchman 
were  standing  on  the  foot  guard  of  an 
engine,  when  the  machine  jumped  the 
track.  Bellamore's  feet  were  badly 
injured,  and  some  of  his  toes  may  have 
to  be  amputated.  The  other  switch- 
man was  thrown  to  the  ground  and  his 
right  hand  broken. 

Knocked  Out. 

A  three-cornered  fight  occurred  at  the 
Union  depot  last  evening,  in  which  a 
United  States  marshall,  a  drummer  and 
a  livery  stable  employe  were  the  char- 
acters interested.

So  publishers, 
and  readers,  and  advertisers  have  cause 
to  mourn  the  vanishing  penny,  and  the 
name  of  those  is  legion  who  will  sutfer 
loss  and  inconvenience  in  one  way  and 
another  by  the  lack  of  this  indispensable 
little  medium  of  exchange. 

There  is  an  object  lesson  m  ©very 
penny.  Its  use  is  a  measure  of  the  thrift 
of  a  country.  With  contempt  for  it  is 
coupled  extraviigance,  and  waste,  and 
deprivation.  Flushed  with  their  visions 
of  gold,  the  seekers  scoffed  at  pennies 
and    9.  way    even   "nickels"    as 

"chickeu  . But    the   days   of  the 

Argonauts  were  golden  days  in  fancy 
rather  than  fact.  The  Eldorado  of  '49 
with  Its  unexhausted  mines  is  far  be- 
hind the  Eldorado  of  today,  though  its 
placers  are  draineil  a;ii  its  legion  of 
gold  diggers  melted  away.  When  the 
glitter  of  gold  ceased  to  dazzle  the  eyes, 
the  surpassing  and  perennial  treasures 
in  the  helcls  and  vineyards  came  into 
view,  and  with  the  passing  away  of  the 
heedless  golden  age  came  in  the  age  of 
the  penny,  of  steady  industry,  of  thrift, 
of  general  comfort  and  prod  ict  dwarf- 
ing the  yield  of  gold. 

To  the  poor  man  the  penny  is  the  open 
sesame  to  little  comforts  and  luxuries 
that  brighten  life.  Every  poor  family  in 
the  country  will  have  cause  to  regret 
the  passing  away  of  the  penny  and 
will  suffer  from  a  penny  famine. 
For  their  sake  and  the  sake  of  all  who 
in  some  measure  or  other  will  be  the 
losers  by>  it,  the  attention  of  congress 
should  be  generally  called  to  the  need  of 
providing  at  once  for  the  increase  of  the 
coinage  and  its  ready  distribution.  If 
the  appropriation  for  this  coinage  is  in- 
sufficient, it  should  l>e  increased  without 
delay,  and  so  should  the  appropriation 
for  the  delivery  by  the  Adams  Express 
company  and  other  transport  agents,  if 
this  company  cannot  promptly  supply 
the  demand.  Let  the  Southwest  have 
all  the  pennies  it  calls  for,  but  keep  our 
hands  full  in  Duluth  and  the  North- 
west.   

In  the  past  three  days,  three  persons 
have  met  sudden  and  painful  death  on 
railway  trac^ts  in  this  city.  But  for 
timely  interference  and  lucky  chances 
the  number  would  be  five.  The  fact 
needs  no  comment;  it  is  its  own  accuser. 
This  is  a  fearful  thing  and  there  is  a  de- 
mand that  better  provision  for  safety  be 
adopted  by  the  railways  and  the  muni- 
cipality. The  demand  must  be  met. 
Such  wholesale  slaughter  as  this  cannot 
be  allowed  to  continue. 


Duluth  can  congratulate  herself  much 
more  than  may  occur  on  first  thought 
over  the  fact  that  the  senators  from 
North  Dakota  are  such  men  as  they  are. 
Both  Gilbert  A.  Pierce,  an  old  newspaper 
man,  and  Lyman  R.  Casey,  a  farmer,  are 
honest,  energetic,  educated  men.  Both 
are  men  of  recognized  ability  and  both 
are  ready  and  practised  speakers  and 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  times. 
And  what  is  of  peculiar  interest  to  us, 
both  are  alive  to  the  needs  of  the  North- 
west in  deep  water  navigation  and  are 
hearty  friends  of  Duluth.  The  Sault 
canal,  Duluth  harbor,  the  project  of  re- 
moval of  obstructions  in  the  connecting 
channels  of  the  great  lakes,  the  Erie 
canal  and  all  honest  methods  of  internal 
improvement  will  have  a  couple  more 
votes  and  two  earnest  advocates.  These 
men  are  little  less  Duluth  representa- 
tives than  those  of  our  own  state,  and  it 
may  be  distinctly  under8tm:>d  that 
neither  of  these  representatives  of  fair 
Dakota  will  slight  Duluth  as  our  own 
■enators  have  in  the  past,  too  frequently 
done. 


A  convict  now  in  jail  sends  to  The 
Prison  Mirror  an  expert  contribution  on 
the  present  jury  making  system.  It  may 
be  that  his  pen  is  pointed  with  extra 
gall  by  bitter  personal  experience,  but 
he  makes  no  complaintof  having  suffered 
what  he  did  not  deserve.  As  his  case  is 
settled  once  for  all,  there  seems  to  be 
no  reason  why  his  testimony  should  not 
tje  admitted  as  impartial  opinion,  unless 
he  expects  to  run  the  gauntlet  of  the 
jury  box  again.  And  if  guilty,  it  would 
seem  that  he  would  personally  prefer  a 
box  of  blockheads  to  a  dozen  keen 
judges.  Yet  he  writes  like  a  philosopher: 
"With  no  special  reference  to  results  in  our 
own  case,  but  simply  .-([xsiking  from  the 
standpoint  of  one  who  has  had  experience 
as  the  principal  person  in  a  trial  by  jury, 
we  would  ask,  if  the  ordeal  was  to  be 
gone  through  with  again,  to  have  those

The  average  jury  is  com 
poMed  of  self-confessed  dunces  who 
take  so  little  interest  in  import- 
ant events  transpiring  in  their 
imme«.liate  neigliUirluKKl  that  they 
know  nothing,  or  next  to  nothing  about 
them,  Canr  such  unobserving  men  be- 
ci>iue  capable  of  forming  clear  concep 
tions  in  oases  often  re«iuiriug  the  finest 
acumen  to  logically  determined  The 
jury  system  will  endure,  but  a  growing 
distrust  in  the  ability  of  the  average 
jury  of  the  day  to  render  just  and  wise 
decisions,  demands  a  change  in  the  man 
ner  of  selecting  a  jury,  and  the  juror* 
to  be  selected  from  among  the  wise  men 
instead  of  the  least  knowing."  When 
convicts  even  are  turning  to  judge  their 
judges  in  this  way— how  low  must  the 
system  Iw  fallen  in  the  eyes  of  free  men 
who  see  the  jury  sat  upon!

The 
board  of  tire  commissioners  were  author- 
ized to  order  the  removal  of  the  burned 
building  at  210  East  Superior  street 
Wfithin  ten  days,  or  the  commissioners  to 
remove  the  building  at  the  expiration  of 
the  time  at  the  expense  of  the  owners. 
The  board  of  works  was  directed  to  pre- 
pare a  map  showing  the  location  of 
hydrants,  the  map  to  be  used  by  the  fire 
department.

The  Patent  Fnel. 
H.  F.  Leopold,  formerly  of  Duluth 
but  now  of  the  Petrols  Fuel  company  of 
Minneapolis,  came  up  from  that  city  last 
night  with  his  little  son.  Mr.  Leopold 
says  that  the  Fuel  company  is  selling  all 
the  patent  sawdust  and  oil  fuel  it  can 
make  and  is  busy  all  the  time.  The 
company  has  lately  sold  Wisconsin 
rights  of  manufacture  to  a  strong  lot  of 
Eau  Claire  men,  who  will  make  the  fuel 
from  sawdust.  "You  can  say,"  said  he, 
"that  there'll  be  a  factory  in  Duluth 
next  spring,  in  fact  work  on  it  will  begin 
during  the  winter.  The  company  will 
be  local  people,  and  it'll  be  entirely 
separate  from  the  main  company."  A 
factory  here  would  use  both  sawdust, 
peat  and  coal  screenings,  of  all  of  which 
there  is  great  abundance  m  this  lo- 
cality. 


in  tlie  Afove  to  IMace 
Htatest  Court  Here. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  congress,  early 
in  its  session,  will  take  steps  to  divide 
the  judicial  district  of  Minnesota,  as  has 
been  argued  for  by  Duluth  for  a  long 
time.  It  now  seems  that  Minneapolis  is 
as  anxious  for  a  re-districting  of  the  state 
as  is  this  city,  her  reason  being  that  St. 
Paul  has  sessions  of  the  court  now  and 
Minneapolis  wants  them  too.  It  is  pro- 
posed by  Minneapolis  to  re-district  the 
state,  leaving  St.  Paul  and  the  southern 
part  in  one  and  putting  Minneapolis, 
Duluth  and  the  northern  part  in  an- 
other. As  there  are  sessions  now  held 
in  Winona  and  St.  Paul,  so  there  would 
be,  according  to  the  new  scheme,  sessfone 
at  Duluth  and  Minneapolis. 

This  is  not  a  little  change  from  the 
earlier  idea,  which  was  that  Minneapo- 
lis be  left  in  the  First  district  where  iL 
properly  belongs,  and  only  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  included  in  the  Second 
districi,  with  court  sittings  at  Duluth 
and  little  Falls.  Perhaps  the  new  idea 
of  the  Minneapolitans,  who  it  seems 
would  in  this  case  league  themselves 
with  Duluth  to  get  even  with  St.  Paul, 
may  be  just  as  good  for  Duluth  and  the 
state  at  large  as  the  old  scheme. 

But  in  any  event  the  state    should  be 
re-districted        and       Duluth        made 
a   court    seat    for    one     district.      In 
the  fiscal  year  of  1888,  according  to  the 
attorney-general  of  the    United    States, 
the  number  of  suits  commenced  in   this 
district  to  which  the  United    States  was 
a  party,  was  57.    California  has  two  dis- 
tricts in  neither  one  of  which  the  num- 
ber reached  50.    Florida    has    two    dis- 
tricts in  both  of  which  the    number  was 
only  25.     Illinois  has    two    districts    in 
neither  of  which  the  number  reached  50. 
Iowa    has    two    districts    and   10  cases. 
Louisiaua  has  two  districts  and  28  cases. 
Michigan  has  two  districts  and  54  cases. 
Ohio    has    two    districts    with  GO  cases. 
Wisconsin    has    two    districts    with  39 
cases.       Of     course     there     are     sev- 
eral districts  that  have    more    cases    of 
this    kind    than    Minnesota,  but  an  ex- 
examination  of  the  records  of  civil  suits 
to  which  the  United  States    was    not  a 
party  entered  in  the  United  States    cir- 
cuit and  district  courts  shows    a    larger 
aggregate  amount  of  business  here  than 
in  most  of  the    other    districts    in    the 
Union.

The  ooucert  last  evening  for  the  beue- 
llt  of  the  Bethel  at  Temple  Onera  wa«  a 
sueoeas  in  every  way.      The  houi«  waa 
oompletely    tilled    and    all    present  de- 
lighted with  the  well  designed  and  exe- 
cuted program.     The  youug  artist.  Mas- 
ter  Kavanagh,   whose  flrst    appearance 
before  an  audience  here  was  looked  for 
with    the    most    curious    interest,  fully 
etiualleil,  if  he  did  not  surpass,  the  high 
e.xj>ectation    which    the    reports  of    his 
thleut  had  excited.      His  voice  is  of  rare 
purity  of  quality  as  well  as  of  remark- 
able compass,  ranging  as   it  does  from 
high  C  to  A  flat.     Its  contralto  tones  are 
peculiarly  full  and  sweet,  and  itn  sympa- 
thetic e.vpression  gives  affecting  charm 
to    the   execution.    Such  a  voice,  with 
such       even       excellence       of       tone 
throughout     its     range,     is     certainly 
phenomenal  and  a  treasure  to  its  happy 
possessor.     The   boy  has    evidently  had 
careful  and  competent  training,  and   his 
voice    shows  no  mark  of    strain  or  over- 
work.    His    composure    Injfore  an  audi- 
ence is  remarkable  and    shows  how   his 
thought  is  centered  in  his  art,  for  he  is 
entiwly  childlike  in    feeling    and    win- 
ningly  modest. 

•That  in  the  more  difficult  passages 
there  should  be  a  falling  off  in  confidence 
and  flnish,  judged  by  the  most  exacting 
standard,  was  to  be  expected.  The  boy's 
training  is  only  just  beginning,  but  the 
results  achieved  in  the  year  which  has 
been  given  to  the  development  of  his 
voice  as  a  soloist  are  little  short  of  mar- 
vellous. His  rendering  of  "Angels  Ever 
Bright  and  Fair,"  which  he  gave  in  re- 
sponse to  an  imperative  recall,  was  ex- 
quisite and  long  to  be  remembered. 

Professor  Porter  of  Minneapolis  added 
much  also  to  the  pleasure  of  the  even- 
ing by  his  tine  renditions  of  "Infelice" 
from  Ernani  and  "Only  the  Sound  of  a 
Voice,"  by  Watson.  He  has  a  powerful, 
even  and  reliable  bass  under  finished 
and  admirable  control,  and  his  songs 
were  heartily  encored.  The  Appollo 
club  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Robinson  sang  very  acceptably  and  ef- 
fectively, and  should  have  every  encour 
agement  to  maintain  and  increase  an  or- 
ganization of  such  musical  advantage  to 
the  city.  Hoares  orchestra  with  a  sup- 
plement of  members  from  Sieberts  or- 
chestra of  St.  Paul,  rendered  their 
chosen  selections  very  creditably,  and 
pleiisantly,  notably  so  the  overture  of 
Flotow's  "  Stradella,  which  was  imper- 
atively encored. 

MARINE  MATTERS. 

ContnM^tlni;  for  Immeii«e  Uloeks  of  Ton- 
nage;  General  Nuten. 
Cleveiand,  Ohio,  Nov.  26  —  It  is 
estimated  here  that  about  400,000  tons 
of  Duiuth  ore  to  come  from  the  Ver- 
milion next  season  has  already  been 
covered  at  a  freight  rate  of  *l.:i5  a  ton. 
The  figures  do  not  come  from  the  local 
representatives  of  the  Minnesota  Iron 
company,  but  are  based  on  a  knowledge 
of  the  work  of  the  vessel  brokers  during 
the  last  week.  Some  Ashland  ore  has 
been  covered  at  the  same  tigures,  and 
within  the  last  two  days  vessel  owners 
have  been  free  in  accepting  $1.05  from 
Escanaba,  but  the  amount  placed  at  that 
%ure  is  by  no  means  as  large  as  the 
Lake  Superior  aggregate.

Great   Deals  in  Iron  and  Min- 
ing Lands  About  Con- 
summated.

Dozen  Good  Prop- 
The  Mailman 
Find. 


There  is  a  rapidly  growing  activity  in 
iron  properties  on  the  Vermilion  and 
Mesabi  ranges,  and  the  outlook  there  is 
for  the  most  lively  time  in  development 
and  sale  of  properties  ever  seen  in  this 
district. 

Of  course  there  will  be  none  of  the 
speculative  boom  that  killed  develop- 
ment on  the  Grogebic  range  for  several 
years,  brought  the  whole  Lake  Superior 
country  into  disfavor,  and  ruined 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  people.   There 

wont  be  any  of  that,  partially  because  it 
has  happened  once  in  the  Northwest. 
But  enough  sales  have  already  been 
made,  and  enough  working  leases  signed, 
to  insure  a  good  business.  All  the  de- 
velopment has  been  going  on  very 
quietly,  and  none  of  the  work  lately  done 
has  been  made  public  property,  or  is 
told  outside  the  circles  of  iron  land 
men. 

With  one  exception  the  largest 
deal  ever  made  on  the  Ver- 
milion, and  that  exception  was  the 
transfer  of  the  Minnesota  properties 
and  the  Duluth  and  Iron  Range  road,  is 
now  practically  closed.  All  the  neces- 
sary papers  have  been  deposited  in 
banks,  and  the  details  of  the  atTair  are 
practically  settled.  Money  has  been 
paid  on  the  transaction  and  it  only  re- 
mains for  a  few  miuor  details  to  be  car- 
ried out  and  one  or  two  knotty  legal 
points  as  to  land  ownership  to  be  set- 
tled, to  make  this  trade  an  accomplished 
fact.  It  will  transfer  from  a  Duluth 
firm  to  a  foreign  corporation  a  vast  acre- 
age of  Vermilion  lands,  much  of  it  known 
to  be  very  rich  in  ore,  much  of  which, 
indeed,  has  been  examined  and  tested. 
It  will  probably  insure  to  Duluth  the 
building  of  a  second  road  to  the  region 
east  of  'Tower,  and  the  establishment  of 
large  ore  docks  here.  It  is  not 
certain,  however,  how  soon  the 
railway  part  of  the  trade  will  be 
carried  out. 

John  Mailman  and  a  crew  of  men  have 
been  at  work  for  some  months  on  the 
Mesabi,  a  few  miles  from  the  sawmill  of 
Williston,  Charnley  &  Co.  at  Mesabi  sta- 
tion on  the  Duluth  and  Iron  Range. 
They  have  sunk  test  pits,  stripped  the 
vein  and  have  a  fine  mine  of  most  excel- 
lent ore  outlined.  Such  is  the  faith  of 
outside  parties  in  the  mine  that  the 
Duluth  and  Iron  Range  road  has  agreed 
to  run  spur  tracks  to  the  location  as 
soon  as  Mailman  is  ready  to  ship  ore. 
This  he  believes  he  can  do  in  large 
quantity  next  year.  There  is  another 
Mesabi  property,  near  the  Mailman 
mine,  that  is  soon  to  go  by 
lease  into  the  hands  of  actual  miners 
and  shippers. 

Besides  these  deals,  and  others  of  con- 
siderable magnitude  that  are  not  yet 
carried  so  far  toward  successful  issue, 
there  are  many  smaller  transfers.  Louis 
Rochleau  the  other  day  sold  a  valuable 
tract  of  iron  land  near  Tower  for  an  un- 
known price  to  a  number  of  iron  men, 
among  whom  are  Capt.  Pengilly  of  the 
Chandler,  Capt.  Sellwood,  manager  of 
the  Chandler,  and  several  others.

"Doeii     Vice-rresideut     Morton     Keep     a 
Saloon  ?"

Chicago,  Nov.  27.— The  attack  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Womans  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union  upon  Vice-President 
Morton,  growing  out  of  his  alleged  con- 
nection with  the  bar  in  the  Shoreham 
apartment  house  at  Washington,  did  not 
end  with  the  recent  convention  of  the 
party  in  this  city.

Indicted  for  Murder. 

New  York,  Nov.  27.— The  grand  jury 
this  afternoon  returned  an  indictment 
for  murder  in  the  first  degree  against 
Mrs.  Hannah  B.  Southworth,  who  shot 
and  killed  Stephen  L.  Pettus  last  Fri- 
day morning.  Later  she  was  arranged 
and  pleaded  Hot  guilty. 


St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Nov.  27.— It  was  nearly 
11  o'clock  before  the  national  silver  con- 
vention was  called  to  order  by  its  chair- 
man this  morning.  After  the  prelimi- 
nary business  had  been  carried  out. 
Delegate  Morse  of  Colorado  introduced 
the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  senators  and  re- 
presentatives assembled  in  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  be  and  are  hereby 
requested  to  establish  a  unit  for  the 
coinage  of  silver  with  the  several  South 
American  states  that  shall  make  silver 
coin  pass  current  on  a  par  with  gold  in 
all  the  Americas  of  the  Western  hemi- 
sphere; and  that  they  also  be  requested 
to  open  negotiations  with  the  congress 
of  All- Americas,  now  in  session  in  Wash- 
ington, for  the  building  of  railroad  for  a 
connection  with  the  United  States  to 
and  through  the  States  of  South 
America. 

After  a  very  lively  discussion,  this 
resolution  was  referred  to  the  committee 
on  resolutions. 


Another  Account. 

St.  Louis,  Nov.  27.— The  delegates  to 
the  silver  convention  were  somewhat 
slow  in  re-assembiing  this  morning,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  it  was  long  after  mid- 
night when  the  concert  and  ball  at  the 
Merchants  Exchange  came  to  a  close. 
The  two  session^  today  will  be  devoted 
to  the  consideration  of  the  effect  that 
the  demonetization  of  silver  has  uj)on 
trade  andvarious  industries  and  the  effect 
of  the  restoration  of  silver  to  unlimited 
coinage.  The  attendence  is  consider- 
ably increased  today  by  the  arrival  of 
the  delegates  from  Utah  and  other 
points  in  the  extreme  west. 


ANO IHER    BLOW. 

An  IllinoU  Supreme  Judge  Makes  an  Im- 
portant Uetdsion  on  Trusts. 

Chicago,  Nov.  27.— The  decision  of  the 
state  supreme  court  at  Ottawa  in  the 
case  of  the  people  vs.  the  Chicago  Gas 
Trust  company  is  a  notable  one.  In  it 
Justice  Magruder  gives  trusts  in  Illinois 
a  severe  blow.  The  validity  of  the  com- 
pany is  recognized,  and  its  right  to  sell 
and  manufacture  gas  admitted,  but  the 
right  to  buy  and  sell  the  capital  stock 
of  any  other  comoany  is  denied. 

THE  LYNN  FIRE. 

The  Loss    now  Estimated  at  $10,000,000; 
Heartrending  Sot-nes. 

Lynn,  Mass.,  Nov.  27.— The  2re  at  this 
place  yesterday  was,  with  but  two  ex- 
ceptions, the  most  disastrous  which  has 
ever  occurred  in  New  England.  The 
fire  started  at  11:55  a.  m.,  raged  over 
eight  hours,  devastated  a  square  mile  of 
the  business  section  of  the  city,  and 
caused  a  loss  estimated  at  $10,000,CKX>. 
Four  daily  newspapers,  four  banks,  and 
the  Center  Congregational  church  were 
burned,  aside  from  the  square  mile  of 
business  property  and  residences.  The 
tire  did  not  stop  until  it  reached  the 
water's  edge  and  burned  itself  out. 

Scenes  like  those  in  the  great  Boston 
and  Chicago  tires  were  repeated  in  all 
their  horrors;  mothers  fleeing  with 
babes  in  their  arms,  express  wagons 
loading  at  business  and  dwelling  houses 
and  transferring  goods  to  places  of 
safety,  and  the  utmost  confusion  and 
panic  prevailing. 

A  hopeful  feeling  exists  and  the  pub- 
lic-spirited citizens  and  manufacturers 
will  doubtless  rally  and  rebuild.

But    Still    the    Shooting    of     Deer     Goes 
Bravely  On. 

The  open  season  for  deer  shooting 
was  over  ten  days  ago,  but  the  slaughter 
of  game  continues  as  openly  as  though 
there  was  no  law  or  no  lawyers.  From 
Nov.  1  to  Nov.  15  is  the  open  season, 
after  the  latter  date  it  is  unlawful  to 
shoot  deer,  and  in  a  few  days  more  it  is 
against"*  the  statutes  of  the  common 
wealth  of  Minnesota  to  expose  venison 
for  sale.  Yet  not  a  hunter 
tries  to  conceal  his  movements  and 
not  a  meat  market  hides  its  stock  of 
venison.  This  is  a  peculiar  state  of 
affairs,  and  one  that  can  only  be 
accounted  for  by  the  total  lack  of  local 
interest  in  preserving  the  game  of  the 
forest. 

But  while  the  law  sets  Nov.  15  as  the 
date  at  which  shooting  must  cease,  this 
date  is  given  only  because  it  is  believed 
that  after  Nov.  15  the  snow  will  prevent 
deer  from  keeping  out  of  the  way.  This 
year  there  is  no  snow,  so  the  provision  is 
needless.  This  does  not,  of  course,  ex- 
cuse the  violation  of  the  law. 

Winter  is  Comingr. 

The  following  dispatch  was  received 
by  the  signal  oflBce  this  forenoon:  "Hoist 
storm  signal,  northwest.  Increasing  ve- 
locity and  much  colder  after  shiftiLg  of 
winds.  Also  ordered  Saginaw  bay,  Al- 
pena, Sault  St  Marie,  Mackinaw,  Man- 
istee, Grand  Haven,  Chicago,  Milwaukee, 
Green  Bay  and  Marquette."

St.  Paul  Dispatch:  Heretofore  the 
St.  Paul  and  Duluth  road  has  been  a 
summer  route  only  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  freight  from  St  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis to  the  East,  but  arrangements 
have  just  been  perfected  by  which  the 
line  will  comprise  one  of  three  lines 
making  up  a  new  all-rail  route  to  the 
East  The  route  will  be  via  the  St  Paul 
and  Duluth,  the  Duluth,  South  Shore 
and  Atlantic  and  connections.  The 
rates  via  this  new  route  will  be  about 
the  same  as  those  via  the  Chicago  lines 
and  the  Soo  route,  the  Puluth,  South 
Shore  and  Atlantic's  tariff  from  Duluth 
being  applied  to  St  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis shipments  on  grain,  flour  and 
millstuffs. 

Died. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Austin  of  Lester  Park,  died 
this  morning  after  a  severe  illness.  He 
was  a  Grand  Army  man,  having  served 
in  the  Union  army.  His  funeral  will  be 
under    charge    of     the    Grand     Army. 

Mr.  Austin's  record  as  a  soldier  has 
but  few  equals  in  the  state.  He  was 
one  of  the  flrst  to  enlist  in  the  First 
Minnesota  and  followed  its  varying  for- 
tunes through  the  entire  war.  He 
fought  in  every  battle  of  his  famous  reg- 
iment and  did  not  miss  a  day's  duty. 
From  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  to  the  ter- 
rible tight  at  Gettysburg  he  stood  in  the 
ranks  At  Gettysburg  he  was  one  of 
those  who  stood  the  brunt  of  Pickett's 
famous  charge,  but  unlike  the  most  of 
his  comrades  did  not  receive  a  wound. 
Only  within  the  last  few  years  has  Mr. 
Austin  received  a  pension.  He  will  be 
buried  Friday  afternoon.

New  York,  Nov.  27.— Now    that  it  has 
been  settled  that  the  Broadway  and  Sev- 
enth avenue  surface  road  will  use    cable 
power,  the  directors  have  another  new 
and  novel  scheme.     This  device    is  now 
in  use  in  some   of  the    Western    cities, 
will  soon    be    welcomed    in    New  Y'ork, 
and  is  sure  to  prove  a  great  convenience 
to  the  patrons  of  the  road.    It  consisst 
of  an  apparatus  on  which    the  nams  of 
each  street  is  set   forth,  so  that  the  con- 
ductor is  not  obliged  to    call  them  out 
It  is  the  property    of  a  company  doing 
business  in  the  West.    The  apparatus  is 
placed  above  the  doors  of  the    cars,  and 
the  names  of  the    streets    are  hung  on 
curtains  which  pull  down.    A  co'-d  runs 
from  the  apparatus  to  the    back    plat- 
form,   and    as    often    as    the  conductor 
pulls  it  the  name  of  the  street  must  ap- 
pear.   By  this  means  the  passengers  are 
apprised  of  the  street  they  are  approach-' 
ing  without  being  obliged  to  rely  on  any 
indistinct  and  quite  frequently  incom- 
prehensible announcement

A  legal  deoision  has  Just  been  rendered  In 
New  York  by  the  court  of  appeals,  which 
might  prove  of  Interest  to  the  corporate  insti- 
tutions of  this  city  holding  franchises  granted 
by  the  munlcip.ii  government.  And  not  only 
has  this  decision  been  handed  down  by  a  Judge 
whose  reputation  is  not  contlned  to  tlie  limits 
tliat  mark  the  boundaries  of  thetie 
United  States,  but  the  legal  gentleman 
has  t>ecn  sustained  in  his  decision  by  a  su- 
preme court  Judge  of  Iowa.  What  these  two 
expounders  of  the  law  say  is  this ;  "No  city, 
county  or  state  government  has  the  right  to 
grant  to  any  company,  corporation  or  business 
or  other  organization  an  exclusive  franchise, 
where  competition  would  naturally  and  as  a 
matter  of  course  follow  by  making  the 
Held  free  to  all.  The  Judge  de- 
clares such  action  on  the  part  of  a 
city  government  to  l>e  unconstitutional, 
as  in  granting  an  exclusive  franchise  the 
municipality  does  away  with  competition  and 
fosters  a  monopoly .  A  city,  they  say  In  their 
decision,  has  no  more  right  to  grant  an  ex- 
clusive franchise  to  any  corporation  than  it 
has  to  grant  an  exclusive  franchise  to  a  grocery 
store  to  sell  all  the  groceries  used  In  a  town, 
excluding  all  others  who  desire  to  come  in, 
thereby  throttling  competition.  The  judKcs 
say,  furthermore,  that  the  exclusive  franchise 
of  any  company  or  corporation  can  be  sucoees- 
f  uUy  fought  and  broken  In  any  high  court  in 
the  land,  the  suit  broughton  the  ground  of  uu- 
constttutlonallt} .  Tliose  decisions  have 
awakened  a  serious    discussion    in   Eastern 

cities.

They  might  try  petroleum, 
but  they  fear,  with  probable  reason, 
that  when  their  plant  is  adapted  to  its 
uae,  and  the  use  has  become  extensive, 
the  price  of  the  fuel  will  be  put  up  by 
the  autocrats  that  govern  it.  There  may 
be  something  in  water  gas  and  other 
substitutes,  bat  the  main  reliance  still 
is  the  old  stand-by,  coal.  If  the  natural 
gas  region  is  forced  back  to  this  old 
staple,  its  peculiar  advantage  in  manu- 
facturing will  disappear.  Cheap  trans- 
portation and  shipping  facilities  will 
then  come  to  the  front  in  the  competi- 
tion. Aad  when  these  factors  beoome 
of  chief  importance,  what  point  in  the 
oountry  will  be  preferred  to  the  head  of 
the  lakes?  As  the  gas  boom  peters  out, 
the  stable  and  unassailable  advantages 
of  Duluth  will  hold  the  fort.

These  precautions  have  been 
adopted  as  a  result  of  the  high  feeling 
among  the  antagonistic  Irish  elements 
and  the  fear  that  some  of  the  speeches 
in  the  summing  up  might  provoke 
trouble  in  an  Lodiscnminate  audience. 

It  also  leaks  out  today  that  the  resi- 
dence of  a  prominent  ex-member  of  the 
triangle,  which  is  situated  but  a  few 
blocvlu  from  the  Chicago  avenue  polioe 
station,  is  being  nightly  watched  by  a 
detective  with  facilities  for  communicat- 
ing with  headquarters  in  a  few  moments. 
This  episode  has  been  ordered  from  the 
fact  that  the  authorities  have  good  rea- 
sons for  believing  that  a  concerted  at- 
tack upon  the  residence  in  question, 
after  the  style  of  wild  western  methods 
might  be  made  at  any  time. 

That  the  element  in  sympathy  with 
the  policy  of  the  murdered  physician 
is  more  than  ever  determined 
that  hia  taking-off  shall  be  avenged  was 
demonstrated  by  the  immense  turn-out 
at  Battery  O  on  Saturday  night,  and  at 
which  time  the  speeches  delivered  were 
more  personal  than  ever  before.  There 
is  no  denying  the  fact  that  as  the  trial 
approaches  its  conclusion,  the  feeling  on 
both  sides  increases  in  intensity,  and 
should  its  outcome  be  unfavorable  to 
the  prosecution,  there  is  no  telling  the 
form  in  which  this  feeling  may  manifest 
itself.  At  any  rate  the  authorities,  be- 
lieving m  the  supremacy  of  the  law, 
have  evidently  thought  it  well  to  take 
early  precautions  against  any  attempt  on 
the  part  of  the  masses  to  take  the  law 
into  their  own  hands. 

AGAIN  BE  THE  "SMOKY  CITY." 

Pittebure's   Supply    of   Natural    Gas   Will 
Laiit  But  a  Short  Time. 

PiTTSBCBG,  Pa.,  Nov.  27.— How  long 
shall  we  have  natural  gas?  is  the  ques- 
tion that  IS  bothering  the  manufacturers 
of  Pittsburg.  They  recognize  the  fact 
that  they  are  soon  to  lose  the  many  ad- 
vantages growing  out  of  the  use  of  this 
natural  fuel,  with  which  a  few  years 
ago  Pittsburg  seemed  so  well  provided. 

Every  day  the  situation  becomes  more 
serioua  Some  manufacturers  are  mov- 
ing their  plants  nearer  to  the  gas  tlelds 
in  the  hope  that  they  may  put  off  the 
evil  day,  while  others  are  tearing  out  the 
appliances  necessary  to  the  use  of  the 
fuel  which  was  once  Pittsburg's,  proud- 
est boast.  The  coal  men  are  happy,  see- 
ing in  the  diminishing  supply  of  gas  a 
return  of  their  old-time  prosperity. 
Scientists  who  have  looked  into  the 
matter  of  a  diminishing  supply  of  this 
natural  fuel  are  almost  unanimous  in 
the  statement  that  the  gas  will  .'ast  but 
from  two  to  six  years  longer. 

The  gas  companies  supplying  Pitts- 
burg are  evidently  uneasy.  The  Phil- 
adelphia, the  largest  company  of  the 
kindf  in  the  country,  perhaps,  will  now 
make  contracts  for  limited  periods  only. 
Next  to  the  question  of  the  duration  of 
the  present  supply  of  gas  comes  the 
pertinent  one,  "What  shall  we  use  as  a 
substitute?"  Pittsburgers  view  with 
horror  the  idea  of  returning  to  the  use 
of  the  fuel  which  earned  for  this  busy 
burg  the  cognomen,  "The  Smoky  City." 
Inventors  all  over  the  country,  as  well  as 
in  Pittsburg,  are  racking  their  brains 
for  a   successful    solution    to    this    last 

3uery.  The  Westingbouse  people  are 
evoting  considerable  time  and  attention 
to  the  problem.  Fuel-gas  companies  are 
springing  up  here  and  there,  each  claim- 
ing to  have  the  successful  substitute. 

Some  morning  Pittsburgers  will  awake 
to  find  that  a  large  portion  of  the  gaseous 
glory  has  gone  from  the  once  Smoky 
City,  and  that  they  are  placed  almost  on 
the  same  basis  as  other  manufacturing 
oitimk 


Found  Near  Dnluth. 
Hon.  Henry  M.  Rice  h^  sent  to 
the  State  Historical  society  some  curious 
archajological  relics  of  copper  and  stone 
which  he  collected  from  the  Indians 
during  his  recent  tour  to  the  north  of 
this  city  on  the  Chippewa  land  business. 
One  is  like  a  drawing-knife  of  copper,  of 
a  semi-circular  shape,  used  possibly  to 
make  canoe  paddles,  and  evidently  of 
great  antiquity.  It  is  so  well  tempered, 
and  preserves  yet  so  well  its  edge,  that 
it  can  be  used  easily  at  the  present  time. 
There  were  also  in  the  collection  stone 
implements,  whose  use  is  not  now  known, 
of  very  curious  shape.

Boston,  Nov.  28.— A  most  dangerous 
fire  u  ra£;iog  in  the  oeutral  bubioess  por 
tion  of  this  city,  which  threatens  to 
sweep  away  a  large  portion  of  the  same 
district  which  was  burned  over  in  1872, 
when  the  loss  was  $100,000,000. 

The  dispatch  states  further  that  it  is 
estimated  that  the  loss  has  already 
reached  jio,000,000. 

The  greatest  excitement  prevails  and 
the  authorities,  already  finding  them- 
selves unable  to  cope  with  the  flames, 
have  telegraphed  to  twenty  adjoining 
towns  for  aid. 

Boston,  Nov.  28. — A  great  tire  is  rag- 
ing here.  The  Shoe  and  Leather  Ex- 
change building,  Jordan,  Marsh  &  Co.'s 
dry  goods  house  and  several  other  great 
buildings  are  utire.  There  is  also  a  large 
tire  in  East  Boston  which  has  got  be- 
yond control  of  the  department  and 
they  have  telegraphed  to  twenty-one 
towns  and  cities  for  assistance. 

Flames  were  discovered  in  the  mam- 
moth store  building  at  the  comer  of 
Kingston  and  Bedford  streets.  This  is 
a  building  hitherto  thought  to  be  fire- 
proof and  recently  built,  but  notwith- 
standing this  it  burned  like  a  tinder-box, 
and  the  flames  rose  hundreds  of  feet  in 
the  air.  The  apparatus  which  had  first 
responded  was  wholly  incapable  of 
handling  t.he  tire.  A  second  alarm  was 
sent  in,         and  when  the 

apparatus  responded  to  this  more  was 
needed.  A  little  after  9  o'clock  a  third 
alartr  was  sent  out,  and  half  an  hour 
later  there  was  issued  a  general  alarm 
which  brought  apparatus  from  Cam- 
bridge, Somerville,  and  all  parts  of  the 
suburbs. 

Chicago,  Nov.  28-— A  dispatch  from 
Boston,  timed  11:10  a.  m.,  says  the  great 
fire  is  now  believed  to  be   under  control.

Of  a  Hundred  Crookttton  People  to  Duluth 
Saturday. 

The  following  note  from  President  R. 
J.  Montague  of  the  Duluth,  Crookston 
and  Northern  road,  refers  to  the  excur- 
sion mentioned  in  The  Herald  a  few  days 
ago: 

Crookston,  Nov.  20, 1889. 

"The  people  of  Crookston,  appreciat- 
ing the  fact  that  since  the  completion  of 
the  Duluth,  Crookston  and  Northern 
railroad  to  this  city,  and  its  connection 
with  the  Northern  Pacitic  railroad,  the 
advantages  afforded  by  a  more  direct 
railroad  communication  with  Duluth, 
have  arranged  for  an  excursion  party  of 
100  residents  of  Crookston  to  visit  Du- 
luth on  Saturday,  the  30th  inst.,  arriv- 
ing at  Duluth  at  7:30  on  the  morning  of 
that  day,  and  returning  from  Duluth  at 
7:15  the  evening  of  the  same  day. 

"Our  people  expect  to  enjoy  closer 
business  relations  with  Duluth  in  the 
future  than  has  been  possible  heretofore 
and  expect  that  during  their  visit  on  the 
30th  inst.  they  will  meet  some  of  the 
business  men  of  Duluth." 

CitUens  Will  Meet. 

Attorney  Fred  Reynolds  this  morning 
received  a  letter  from  Mayor  J.  W. 
Lilley  of  Crookston,  giving  the  same  in- 
formation as  that  above.  It  has  been 
decided  to  call  a  meeting  of  all  former 
Crookston  people  now  living  in  Duluth 
to  make  arrangements  for  reception  of 
the  visitors.  Such  meeting  will  be  held 
at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  rooms  in 
the  Banning  building  at  2:.30  o'clock 
tomorrow  afternoon.  A  full  attendance 
is  urgently  requested. 

To  Look  for  Salt. 

The  frequency  of  "salt  licks"  in  this 
neighborhood,  places  where  the  wild 
deer  find  the  saline  property  they  so 
much  like,  has  never  been  connected 
with  any  idea  of  salt  wells.  But  in  the 
past  few  days  several  Michigan  lumber 
and  salt  manufacturers,  who  have  been 
here  shooting  and  looking  up  pine,  have 
dropped  onto  the  idea  that  where  there 
are  salt  licks  there  must  b<^  salt,  and  if 
salt,  then  perhaps  salt  wells.  So  they 
are  now  back  in  Michigan  tiguring  on 
sinking  several  wells  and  testing  the 
matter.  It  is  understood  that  one  well, 
at  least,  will  be  sunk  on  Iron  river, 
south  shore,  and  another  a  few  miles 
northeast  of  Duluth,  back  of  the  shore. 
Among  local  lumbermen  and  geologists 
there  doesn't  seem  to  be  much  belief  in 
the  success  of  the  enterprise. 

Marine  Notes. 

The  propeller  Ontario  of  the  Beatty 
line  has  made  her  last  trip  to  this  port 
as  a  passenger  steamer.  During  the 
winter  she  will  be  transformed  into  a 
freight  barge,  and  her  place  will  be  filled 
next  spring  by  the  new  steamer  which  is 
slightly  larger  than  the  United  Empire, 
after  which  it  is  modeled. 


Managua,  Nicaragua,  Nov.  20.— The 
canal  commissioners  of  the  Nicaraguan 
government,  accompanied  by  Chief  En- 
gineer Menooal  of  the  Canal  company, 
arrived  here  today  to  confer  with  Presi- 
dent Sacasa  in  regard  to  details  con- 
cerning the  American  oanal  and  to  ex- 
change congratulations  upon  the  official 
opening  of  the  work  on  Oct  22.  The 
commissioners  will  also  make  a  report 
upon  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the 
company  since  the  landing  of  the  con- 
struction party  on  June  3. 

This  will  s^iow  that  in  five  months, 
hampered  by  the  trying  tropical  rainy 
weather  of  this  country,  the  Americans 
have  built  the  foundations  of  a  town 
which  will  be  called  America;  have  be- 
gun the  construction  of  a  twelve-mile 
aqueduct,  laid  a  mile  or  more  of  broad 
guage  railroad,  placed  thirty-five  miles 
of  telegraph  in  operation,  cleared  four 
rivers  of  obstructing  snags;  built  twenty 
or  more  permanent  camps,  cleared  part 
of  the  route  of  the  canal,  organized  a 
supply  and  transportation  service,  a 
hospital  service  and  an  ambulance  corps; 
perfected  sanitary  arrangements  so  that  dearth", 
there  is  only  a  small  percentage 
of  sickness,  and  have  done  every- 
thing to  win  the  good  will  of 
Nicaragua  and  show  the  world  what 
American  push  and  intelligen^'e   c\n  do. 

Throughout  the  wet  months  railroad 
and  telegraph  construction  will  be 
pushed  so  as  to  be  ready  for  the  coming 
of  the  giant  dredges,  now  being  con- 
structed in  the  United  States  and  at 
Glasgow,  early  next  spring. 

Shortly  after  the  presentation  of  this 
report  the  commission  will  be  received 
by  President  Sacasa  and  his  cabin  et. 
The  canal  party  left  San  Juan  del  Norte 
(Greytown)  on  Oct.  29,  and  on  their  way 
up  the  San  Juan  river  stopped  at  several 
of  the  American  camps.  The  San  Juan 
runs  from  five  to  ninety  feet  in  depth. 
When  the  American  canal  party  had 
crossed  the  lake  an  air  line  of  only  eleven 
miles  of  land,  river,  swamp  and  basin 
separated  them  from  the  Pacific  ocean. 
The  canal  party  had  come  all  the  way 
from  San  Juan  del  Norte,  on  the  At- 
lantic side,  by  water  since  Oct.  21,  stop- 
ping three  nights  on  the  road,  and  there 
was  but  a  comparatively  feeble  barrier 
between  them  and  the  Pacific. 


HENRI  HERE. 

The     Fierce    French    Kdltor    Flee*  From 
Kngland. 

New  Yohk,  Nov.  28.— Although  it  is 
rumored  around  the  French  colony  in 
the  city  that  Henri  Roohefort,  the  fire- 
eating  French  editor,  arrived  in  this  city 
under  an  assumed  name  on  Saturday  last, 
diligent  inquiry  in  channels  where  infor- 
mation regarding  his  movements  could 
best  be  obtained  failed  to  corroborate 
the  report. 

Rochefort  suddenly  disappeared  from 
London  a  few  days  after  the  departure 
of  General  Boulanger  for  the  Isle  of 
Jersey,  his  action  being  accelerated  by 
the  fact  that  some  of  his  opponents  had 
printed  and  put  into  circulation  a  pam- 
phlet containing  a  reprint  of  several 
articles  that  he  published  in  his  Paris 
newspaper  some  years  ago,  and  in  which 
Queen  Victoria  and  several  members  of 
the  royal  family  were  viciously  attacked. 

It  is  known  that  Rochefort  has  for 
several  months,  been  contemplating  a 
visit  to  the  United  States,  but  his  friends 
in  this  city  say  that  it  is  very  unlikely 
that  he  would  come  here  incog  and  re- 
main in  seclusion  even  for  a  siugle  day. 
The  only  thing  certain,  is  that  he  has 
disappeared  from  London  and  that  his 
whereabouts  are  unknown  to  his  sup- 
porters in  that  city.

Ottawa,  Ont.,  Nov.  28.— An  idea  of 
how  strongly  public  feeling  is  running  in 
the  direction  of  Canadian  independence 
in  the  various  provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion may  be  gathered  from  the  fol- 
lowing criticism  of  The  Eastern 
Chronicle,  an  infiuential  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  Nova  Scotia,  on  the  proposal  to 
hoist  the  Canadian  flag  on  all  public 
buildings  in  Canada.  The  Chronicle* 
says: 

"What  good  is  the  Canadian  flag?  It 
IS  not  recognized  by  any  nation  on 
It  has  no  place  among  the  flags 
of  the  nations  of  the  world  and  would 
be  no  more  protection  to  a  man  than  one 
of  printed  cotton.  Why,  then,  should 
our  children  be  taught  to  place  con- 
fidence in  a  flag  that  can  give  them  no 
protection  when  they  leave  their  homes? 
If  Canada  is  ambitious  of  having  a  flag 
worth  a  oawbee,  let  her  strike  out  for 
herself  among  the  nations  of  the  world. 
Until  she  has  courage  to  do  so,  for  good- 
ness sake  let  up  on  this  flag  business.''

A    GOOD    FIND. 


Blue  Brotherton  Ore  Struck  at  The  Potato 
Klver  Mine. 

Ashland,  Nov.  28. — A  large  vein  of 
blue  Brotherton  ore  was  struck  at  the 
Potato  river  mine  yesterday.  The  ore  is 
of  the  best  grade,  and  the  working  shaft 
is  only  down  forty  feet  This  property 
is  located  near  Upson.  It  is  stated  posi- 
tively that  the  mine  will  begin  shipping 
ore  next  year.  They  have  not  yet  struck 
a  hanging  wall  and  it  is  estimated  that 
the  vain  is  forty-five  feet  wide. 

It  is  also  reported  that  another  mine 
upon  which  has  been  spent  no  less  than 
745,000  has  struck  a  find  that  promises 
to  bring  back  rich  returns. 

The  possibilities  of  the  mines  on  the 
west  range  will  never  be  realized  until 
properly  developed.  There  will  be  some 
of  the  biggest  mines  on  the  range  de- 
veloped west  of  the  Montreal  river.  Dur- 
ing the  last  few  weeks  nearly  every  one 
of  these  new  properties  have  struck 
something  good.  These  finds  come  in 
streaks. 


The  Kind  to  Make  Money. 

New  York,  Nov.  28.— The  latest  ad- 
dition to  the  fleet  of  the  Hamburg- 
American  Packet  company,  the  steam- 
ship Scandia,  arrived  here  yesterday. 
She  IS  built  chiefly  for  carrying  immi- 
grants and  freight  and  has  accommoda- 
tion for  1400  persons  and  4000  tons  of 
freight.  She  has  nine  watertight  com- 
partments. Though  intended  for  im- 
migrants, the  Scandia  has  also  accom- 
modation for  about  fifty  cabin  passen- 
gers, and  is  fitted  with  all  the  modern 
improvements,  including  electric  lights. 
Her  dimensions  are  380  feet  in  length, 
44  W  feet  in  width  and  34  feet  depth  of 
hold.  Net  tonnage  is  2925,  and  on  her 
run  she  has  made  143^  knots  an  hour. 
Her  engines  are  triple  expansion  of  3000 
horse  power,  and  she  burns  only  fifty - 
eight  tons  of  coal  a  day.

The  Herald  has  several  times  referred 
to  the  troublesome  shortages  of  wheat 
cargoes  from  Duluth  to  Buffalo.  It  has 
always  stoutly  maintamed  that  the 
blame  did  not,  could  not,  be  charged  to 
the  elevator  or  weighing  system  of  Du- 
luth. In  the  first  place,  there  could 
be  no  object  in  stealing  wheat  here,  ae 
the  receipts  and  shipments  at  eleva- 
tors are  all  weighed  and  registered  by 
state  officials,  under  bonds,  and  there 
could  not  by  any  chance  insure  to  any 
one  a  profit  by  holding  back  grain.  In 
the  second  place  the  managers  of  the 
elevator  company  interested  are  men 
of  such  high  character,  so  well  known 
and  thoroughly  honest,  that  they  could 
not  be  charged  with  any  misdealings. 

To  settle  the  question  the  Lake  Su- 
perior Elevator  company  had  its  large 
scales  tested  and  retested  by  govern- 
ment and  scale  experts  and  was  morally 
sure  it  was  not  at  fault.  But  still 
the  shortages  continued,  and  were  as 
bad  as  ever.  Vesselmen  began  to  boycot 
the  Duluth  house,  from  which  must  of 
the  "short"  vessels  went,  and  the  case 
began  to  look  serious. 

Final  steps,  which  are  detailed  in  the 
circular  issued  by  SuperiL:tendent 
Rupley  and  printed  beiow,  were  then 
taken.  They  show  conclusively  where 
the  trouble  is,  and  where,  if  anywhere, 
there  has  been  roguery:

Fable  of  the  Bees  contrasted  thft  unre- 
mitting industry  of  England  with  the 
Continental  waste  of  labor  in  the  holidays 
of  the  church.  But  there  whs  h  draw- 
back to  the  heaping  up  of  producU  which 
one  who  had  an  eye  to  the  size  alone 
of  the  heap  failed  to  see.  "It  may  well 
be  doubted,"  writes  an  observer  of 
broader  mind,  "whether  England's 
former  policy  of  enforcing  incossaut  toil 
has  contributed  to  her  higher  imlustruil 
development.  In  nrtiatu'  genius  her 
products  fall  far 'short  of  those  of  the 
continent.  The  continental  stuffs  of  the 
middle  ages  und  the  carvings  on  Gothic 
structures  show  a  freedom  and,  as  it 
were,  gladsomeness  of  workniauship 
which  must  have  been  greatly  promoted 
by  occasional  relief  from  toil."  Thus, 
taking  one  consitleration  with  another, 
there  is  nothing  to  alarm  us  in  the  call 
for  holidays.  Ami  among  our  reasons 
for  thanksgiving  on  this  day,  the  day 
itself  should  be  rememberetl. 


FOR  THE  DAY. 

For  this  lone  Puritan  holiday  we  are 
thankful,  and  wish  there  were  more  of 
them.  The  whole  nation  has  cause  for 
thanksgiving  for  its  untroubled  peace 
and  incomparable  prosperity,  and  every- 
one in  it  has  individual  cause  to  be 
thankful  for  something  or  other.  It  is 
an  ill  wind  that  blows  nobotly  g«K)d,  and 
in  the  frost  and  storm  that  brought  in 
the  day  there  were  good  tidings  for  the 
road  that  carries  our  ice-locked  business 
East.  A  ad  for  the  bright  holiday  that 
came  in  on  the  wings  of  the  wind  Duluth 
has  its  thanksgiving. 

So  far  as  we  know  there  is  only  one 
man  in  the  country  who  is  not  glad  of 
the  day.  There  are  already  too  many 
wasteful  holidays,  he  thinks,  in  the 
country,  and  he  wants  them  lopped  off 
in  the  name  of  economy.  According  to 
his  figuring  there  are  now  eighty-five 
holidays  in  the  year,  thus  depriving  pro- 
duction of  nearly  a  quarter  of  ita 'pos- 
sible aggregate.  For  he  reckons  the 
Saturday  half-holiday  occasionally 
given,  as  if  it  were  a  general  practice 
and  adds  fhe  sum  of  the  half -days  to  the 
list  of  Sundays  and  distinctive  holidays. 
The  reaction  from  the  Puritan  severity 
of  toil  and  rest  is  goiug  so  far  in  his  eyes 
that  it  18  time  for  prudent  men  like  him- 
self to  call  a  halt  and  ask  the  country 
whither  it  is  drifting. 

He  hugs  his  bugbear  with  apparent 
sincerity,  but  so  far  nobody  seems  afraid 
of  it  except  himself.  The  pressure  of 
the  influences  that  constrain  men  to 
labor,  weighs  so  heavily  and  grows  so 
fast  as  they  advance  from  the  condition 
of  the  savage  that  all  the  counteracting 
forces  within  reach  must  be  called 
upon  to  bear  up  against  it. 
In  this  modem  work  -  a  -  day 
-world  of  ours  there  is  little  likelihood 
that  the  toiling  maasee  will  be  uplifted 
too  often  above  the  monotonous  round 
of  their  daily  labors.  And  humanity 
aside,  there  are  cogent  reasons,  economic, 
social  and  artistic,  for  varying  the  rou- 
tine of  work  by  recreating  days. 

Even  in  the  matter  of  aggregate  pro- 
duction it  is  held  by  economists  of  the 
first  standing  that  the  world's  produc- 
tion has  been  rather  increased  than  di- 
minished by  the  exemption  of  the 
seventh  day  from  toil.  And  so  far  as 
the  aggregate  product  of  the  individual, 
at  least,  is  concerned,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  respite  and  refreshment 
afforded  by  holidays  enables  him  to  en- 
dure the  strain  of  work  longer 
and  turn  out  a  greater  product 
as  a  whole  than  he  would  if 
prematurely  worn  out  in  service. 
Probably  if  the  supply  of  workers  was 
constant,  and  as  men  fell  by  the  wayside, 
younger  men  stepped  at  once  into  their 
places,  the  product  for  some  time  might 
be  increased,  while  the  sacrifice  of  life 
was  continued.  Perhaps  even  the  ex- 
haustion and  supply  might  be  so  nicely 
calculated  that  the  annual  yield  of  fresh 
blood  might  make  good  the  loss  for  many 
years.  As  years  rolled  on,  however,  the 
■ourcee  of  fresh  blood  would  surely  dete- 
riorate and  the  producing  power  fall  off 
accordingly.  This  was  clearly  noted  be- 
fore the  enactment  of  the  labor  restrict- 
ing factory  acts  in  England  by  the  Duke 
of  Argyll  and  other  observers.  'fPhe 
ceaseless  and  untiring  agency  of  ma- 
chines," says  the  duke,  "kept  no  reckon- 
ing of  the  exhaustion  of  human  nervea 
The  factory  system  had  not  been  many 
years  in  operation  when  its  effects  were 
Been.  A  whole  generation  was  growing 
up  under  conditions  of  physical  degen- 
eracy, of  mental  ignorance  and  of  moral 
corruption."  And  Sir  Rouert  Peel  de- 
clared that  unless  relief  was  afforded 
from  excessive  and  demoralizing  labor, 
"the  gr^t  mechanical  inventions  which 
were  the  glory  of  the  age  would  be  a 
curse  rather  than  a  blessing  to  the 
country." 

By  the  falling  off  in  vigor  and  vitality 
and  the  demor^ization  of  industrial 
energy  and  ambition,  unrestricted  and 
monotonous  labor  with  modem  methods 
of  production  would  impair  seriously 
the  productive  power  of  the  mass  of 
laborers.  Even  from  the  standpoint  of 
aggregate  product  it  is  probable  that 
there  are  not  yet  enough  hours  of  respite 
and  recreation  instead  of  too  many.  But 
aggregate  product  alone,  though  a  com- 
mon idol  of  free  traders,  will  not  be  put 
up  on  a  pedestal  by  considerate  men. 
The  character  and  progress  of  the  pro- 
ducers is  of  more  vital  concern  to 
society  and  to  states.  No  man,  unless 
he  enjoys  smoking  on  a  powder  barrel, 
can  see  the  degradation  of  producers 
without  alarm  for  the  future,  and  no 
State  can  afford  to  permit  such  degrada- 
tion to  go  on  unchecked. 

Economically  and  socially,  then,  there 
is  need  at  present  of  extending  rather 
than  restricting  the  hours  of  recreation 
and  refreshment.  And  if  we  are  to  look 
for  the  variation,  iraprovement  and  ar- 
tistic effects  of  products,  the  neeti  of 
such  opportunity  for  the  development  of 
talent  is  unquestionable.  For  when  the 
bead  is  sick  and  the  heart  faint  with 
■tupefying  toil,  there  will  be  no  fresh 
buds  of  the  mind.    The  author  of    the

A  few  days  lx*lore.tho 
mail  carrier  had  In.'on  killed  by  the  Indians, 
and  the  mail  was  sent  from  Koit  I.aramie  to 
Fort  Fbtterman  undtr  military  Kuard  of  elKht 
soldiers,  who  were  ordered  to  meet  the  Fort 
Fetterman  crowd  at  Horseshoe in>ek.  on  the 
north  fork  of  the  Platte  river,  and  transfer  to 
them,  l  was  one  of  the  i^seort  party  and  we 
arrivtnl  at  the  Horseshoe  the  nltrhl  be- 
fore Thanksgiving,  la  a  bliudlnjr  snow 
storm.  Pht>wt  but  it  was  cold;  the  wind  and 
snow  playe<l  hide-and-seek  all  that  nl«rht  and 
during  ThanksglvlnK  day.  We  camped  In  a 
little  bend  of  the  creek,  our  pipes  and  a  trreaJy 
pack  of  cards  belmr  the  only  visible  solace  for 
the  weary  intervening  hours  until  wo  should 
st»t  out  on  the  return  trip.  There  was  no  fear 
of  Indians,  It  was  too  stormy,  so  we  played 
cards  ami  smoked  until  those  amuse- 
ments became  tedious,  and  then  wo  fell  to 
telling  stories  of  the  Thanksgiving  days  of 
year^  before.  During  a  lull  in  the  storm  the 
teamster  shot  a  Jack  rabbit  and  we  divided 
the  carcass  into  eight  sections  and  cookinl  it 
on  the  end  of  our  ramro<ls  and  ate 
it  In  lieu  of  turkey  and  cran- 
berry sauce.  We  never  left  that 
olace  for  two  days,  on  account  of  the 
storm  and  when  we  got  about  twelve  miles 
from  Fort  Laramie,  on  the  return  trip, we  were 
met  bv  a  detachment  of  the  Fifth  cavalry,  who 
were  sent  out  to  see  what  had  income  of  the 
six  mules  we  had  with  us.  There  was  no  In- 
quiry made  about  the  men,  but  the  officer 
asked  us  if  the  mules  were  all  right.  We 
reached  the  fort  and  temporarily  drowned  our 
sorrows  at  the  sutler's  store,  but  I  never  pat*s 
a  Thanksgiving  now  but  what  I  thlnK  of  the 
time  when  an  attenuated  jack  rabbit  did  duty 
as  a  holiday  dinner  for  eight  hungry  and  cold 
men."

It's  queer  how  people  view  the  same  event. 
There  are  as  many  Ideas  and  s|>cculatious  as 
there  are  diversitled  hopes  and  fears  lo  human- 
ity. Take  last  [Right's  storm,  for  ins'ance.  It 
was  Thanksgiving  evening,  and  in  lieu  of  any- 
thing else  to  do  I  wandered  about  the  streets. 
I  always  like  to  wander  in  a  storm.  In  aqulet 
corner  I  bumped  up  against  a  tramp  who  had 
settled  down  to  get  what  little  warmth  and 
rest  he  could.  "This  is  the  kind  of  weather 
tlmt  sends  a  shiver  up  my  backbone, "  said  he.

ness instead  of  controversies,  by  zeal  di- 
rected against  the  common  enemy.  So 
long  as  the  church  stands  on  this  basis 
sJbie  is  safe. 

In  the  study  of  history  we  are  con- 
fronted by  the'fact  that  great  changes 
are  t'k'r".r  place  in  the  governments  of 
the  ji'l  tiiiit  humanity    is  unify- 

ing, trie  uait'jus  are  getting  closer  to- 
gether. Some  one  has  said,  "When  the 
world  is  one,  physically  and  mentally, 
conditions  are  fuihUed  for  its  being  one 
spiritually."  For  this  wo  should  be 
thankful.  We  have  come  to  our  present 
place  through  sutfering  blood;  growth 
always  costs.  Indeed,  we  are  the  results 
of  what  others  bore  in  silence  and  in 
suffering.  In  aU  wars  and 
battles,  weeping  and  chains,  we 
read  of  those  great  forces  which  are 
to  make  our  own  land  and  each  individ- 
ual great.  No  man  grows  and  develops 
unlese  a  full  price  be  paid.  So  we,  in 
passing  through  troubles,  must  remem- 
ber we  owe  something  to  the  great  fu- 
ture. From  behind  came  the  pressure 
that  drives  us  forth,  from  us  must  come 
the  pressure  of  the  future. 

Gratitude  doubles  our  blessings;  there 
are  two  ways  to  get  rich,  one  by  getting 
dollars,  the  other  by  increasing  the  value 
of  what  we  have;  gratitude  does  the  lat- 
ter and  thereby  enriches  us.  Gratitude, 
too,  cures  the  tendency  to  covet- 
ouaness,  it  kindles  so  brilliant  a  light 
that  we  do  not  gaze  abroad.  Gratitude 
can  tind  blessings  in  rubbish  heaps;  then 
it  18  that  it  opens  to  us  mines  of  wealth, 
an  £1  Dorado. 

Now  go  home  and  feast,  eat  the  fat 
and  drink  the  water  God  has  sent.  Do 
not  forget  the  poor  for  whom  nothing  ia 
prepared.  

Wei»t  Knd  Serviced. 

Rev.  E.  S.  Pilling  delivered  the  union 
Thanksgiving  sermon  at  the  Second 
Baptist  church  this  morning. 

His  subject  was  "Thoughts  for  Thanks- 
giving Day  From  the  Garden  of  Eden." 
He  took  his  text  from  Psalm  xx,  verse  33: 

Aud  tlio  I^>rii  GcrI  saiil.  Behold  the  man  Is 
bucwme  1  ;  uss  to  know  good   and   evil, 

and  now  it  forth  his   hand    and   take 

also  of    '  of  life  and  eat  and  live  for- 

ever: thf  u*  I>ord  Oixl    sent  him   forth 

from  the  iiumen  of  Edi.-n. 

Mr.  Pilling  -said  universal  history 
might  be  written  very  briefly.  God  cau- 
ti'Hia.  man  ventures  too  far,  God 
If  you  will  repeat  this  for  every 
u^v  yju  will  have  a  universal  history  in 
less  than  a  chapter.  He  spoke  of  the  chap- 
ters in  the  Bible  which  gave  the  history 
of  the  creation,  of  the  fall  and  of  the  re- 
demption of  man.  There  is  a  lesson  for 
us  to  learn  this  Thanksgiving  day;  but 
we  must  not  be  too  general.  It  is  well 
to  think  of  God's  dealings  with  us  as 
a  nation,  as  a  church,  as  a  com- 
munity, but  one  cannot  conceive 
a  more  important  subject  than  the  con- 
sideration of  our  individual  relations  to 
God,  the  position  we  occupy  and  what 
we  are;  therefore  to  take  heed  lest  we 
forget.  This  day  has  been  set  apart  in 
which  to  acknowledge  God's  mercies  and 
goodness;  it  is  a  day  peculiar  to  this 
nation;  it  is  not  to  rejoice  simply  over 
the  present  hour,  but  it  is  to  remember 
God  and  all  His  dealings;  it  is  to  see 
how  we  may  improve  the  relations  ex- 
isting between  our  Creator  and  us;  how 
we  may  learn  that  God  has  given,  and 
heed  the  lesson. 

The  same  danger  as  that  spoken  of  in 
the  text,  "Man  is  become  like  one  of  us," 
is  besetting  us;  that  is,  that  we  are  for- 
getting what  we  are.  Now,  some 
take  this  to  mean  the  man 
has  set  himself  up  as  a  god. 
It  must  not  be  forgotten  however  that 
we  are  below  God;  it  is  possible  for  man 
to  imagine  himself  as  equal  to  God;  for 
did  not  man  take  upon  himself?  the  re- 
sponsibility deciding,-  for  himself,  and 
it  is  the  same  today;  as  the  first  dawn- 
ing of  power  comee  to  a  child,  it  is  dis- 
played in  tyranny,  in  endeavors  to  be- 
come ruler  and  judge;  it  is  sin  that  gave 
the  knowledge  of  power,  it  was  sin  that 
caused  God  to  say  "he  is  become  like  one 
of  us  to  know  good  and  evil,"  for  if  man 


had  not  sinned  he  would  not  have 
known  there  was  a  distlnotion.  6o  if 
ain  has  dominion  over  us  we  are  in  dan- 
ger of  forgetting  that  we  are  beloW  God. 

It  is  a  presumptuous  act  for  mortals 
to  set  themselves  above  God.  We  are  in 
danger  of  forgetting  we  are  dependent 
upon  God.  There  is  a  danger  of  ven- 
turing BO  far  that  God  would  be  entirely 
forgotten.  If  one  sin  had  made  man  in- 
dependent, another  might  be  committed 
that  would  forever  separate  man  and 
God;  God,  however,  does  not  leave  man 
to  himself.  He  tries  to  reatrain  him. 
This  is  here  the  lesson  for  us.  Man  in- 
dependent of  God  will  ignore  God  and 
forget  Him.  The  greater  the  advance- 
ment in  knowledge,  the  greater  the 
danger  to  man. 

Some  ask.  Who  is  God?  or  Where  is 
He?  It  is  well  that  the  nation  should 
be  stopped  for  a  moment  by  a  procla- 
mation fiom  the  chief  magistrate,  and 
a-isemble  in  places  of  worship.  The  Lord 
knew  we  should  try  to  reach  the  tree  of 
1  fe,  and  eat  and  live  forever,  so  He  has 
Kiven  a  longing  that  cannot  be  satisfied 
by  appetite  and  passion.  How  far  will 
God  permit  us  to  venture  before  He  is 
compelled  to  thrust  us  forth  from  this, 
our  garden  of  Eden?  Man  has  been 
able  to  surround  himself  with  beauty, 
arc,  culture  and  science,  but  is  not  satis- 
tied,  and  takes  of  the  forbidden  fruit 

Will  God  allow  this?  Let  us  remem 
ber  the  downfall  of  other  kingdoms. 
Israel  went  away.  God  may  repeat  upon 
U4  the  downfall  of  the  Jews.  God  might 
yet  be  compelled  to  gather  his  chosen  as 
he  did  the  family  of  Noah.  Our  thanks- 
giving should  be  that  God  is  so  wonder- 
fully patient  and  our  hearts  should  be 
humble  today  as  we  think  of  his  mercies. 

Thanksgiving!  We  have  no  reason 
for  aught  but  praise.  Let  us  beware  of 
the  spirit  of  making  new  ventures.  We 
cannot  set  ourselves  up  as  God.  May 
the  memories  of  this  morning  keep  our 
hearts  firmly  fixed  on  Jesus  and  the  les- 
sons from  God's  word  today  make  us 
more  humble  and  more  thankful  than 
we  have  ever  been  before.

The  feast  of  St.  Turkey,  as  Thanks- 
giving day  has  come  to  be  regarded 
among  devout  Americans,  calls  up  a 
multitude  of  interesting  suggestions  con- 
cerning that  brave  and  beatuiful  bird. 
As  most  of  The  Herald  readers  know, 
the  turkey  is  a  true  American  and  indi- 
genous to  the  Western  hemisphere.  By 
a  strange  mistake  the  early  naturalists 
supposed  the  fowl  to  have  come  from  the 

Orient  and  gave  it  the  misleading  name 
of  turkey. 

When  Cortez  the  Conqueror  landed  in 
Mexico  he  found  this  bird  of  haughty 
crest  and  magnificent  tail  a  flourishing 
institution  in  the  New  World.  Deeming 
it  a  relative  of  the  vain  and  gaudy  pea- 
cock, he  gave  it  the  name  of  gallo-pavo. 
Not  only  was  its  flesh  highly  esteemed 
among  the  epicures  of  Montezuma's 
court  but  a  few  that  had  bet^n  domesti- 
cated were  regarded  with  a  religious 
reverence  in  the  rites  of  the  Aztec 
temples,  as  was  the  dove  on  the  altars  of 
Israel. 

The  first  turkeys  in  Europe  were  those 
taken  to  England  in  the  fifteenth  century 
by  that  daring  navigator,  Sebastian 
Cabot  Of  the  first  turkey  in  America 
the  only  records  we  have  are  in  the 
recently -discovered  fossils  of  the  post- 
tertiary  period.  These  prove  that  the 
turkey  not  only  antedated  Columbus, 
and  even  the  Norsemen,  but  that,  in  all 
probability,  he  was  the  original  "oldest 
inhabitant"  of  America.  He  should 
have  a  prominent  place  in  the  great  ex- 
position that  is  to  commemorate  the  dis- 
covery that,  among  other  things,  gave 
the  turkey  to  the  world  and  made  him 
not  for  a  country  nor  an  age,  but  for  all 
men  and  all  time. 

Contrary  to  the  experiences  of  all 
other  gallinaceous  birds,  the  turkey  de- 
generates in  size,  quality  and  flavor  in 
domestication.  He  is  the  real  bird  of 
freedom  that  comes  as  a  boon  and  a 
blessing  in  all  the  perfection  of  his  wild 
state  to  illuminate  the  Thanksgiving- 
day  dinner  of  the  hardy  frontiersman, 
the  sportsman  and  the  pioneer. 

That  our  ancestors  did  not  choose 
this  altogether  beneficent  and  admirable 
bird  for  the  symbol  of  American  nation- 
ality instead  of  that  aerial  pirate,  the 
eagle,  cousin  to  the  predatory  vul- 
tures, that  fitly  symbolize  effete  Europ- 
ean imperialism,  is  a  mystery.  The  wild 
turkey  has  come  to  be  a  curiosity  and 
none  are  brought  to  this  market 
Where  they  are  marketed  they  are  eold 
at  prices  that  only  millionaires  can  pay. 
But  we  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  in 
that  the  tame  turkey  is  this  season  in 
great  plenty,  and  of  excellent  quality. 

To  a  Herald  reporter  prominent  deal- 
ers expressed  their  satisfaction  over  the 
state  of  the  market,  though  they  com- 
plained of  the  warm  weather,  that  hurt 
the  keeping  quality  of  birds.  "The  sup- 
ply was  fair  till  yesterday  and  as  of  fine 
quality  as  we  have  had  in  years.  The 
price  is  now  fifteen  cents  a  pound.  It 
will  not  go  below  that  for  birds  of  prime 
quality;  it  is  very  likely  to  go  higher. 
The  wet  season  has  affected  the  supply 
of  young  birds  to  some  extent,  but  there 
have  been  plenty  of  the  sizes  most  in  de- 
mand for  the  Thanksgiving  day  table." 

Taking  the  average  weigLt  of  the  tur- 
key at  ten  pounds,  there  have  been  sold 
in  Duluth  and  suburbs  in  the  past  week 
about  four  and  one-half  tons  of  the  fra- 
grant and  toothsome  birds.  These  have 
already  been  transposed  into  luscious, 
brown-skinned,  white-fleshed  roast  fowl, 
that  made  glad  the  heart  of  man  by  de- 
lectable joys  of  sight  smell  and  taste,  as 
they  appeared  in  the  place  of  honor  .on 
snowy -draped  dinner  tables,  flanked  by 
dishes  of  the  deep  crimson  sauce  of  the 
cranberry. 

The  remark  of  the  dealer  quoted  above 
as  to  the  effect  of  the  wet  season  on 
young  birds  is  explained  by  a  habit  of 
the  turkey  in  its  wild  state  that  is  re- 
tained. This  bad  habit  is  due  to  the 
remarkable  modesty  of  the  bird  in  the 
laying  season.  No  matter  what  modern 
conveniences  may  be  provided,  the  fe- 
male will  slyly  steal  off  to  some  secluded 
spot  to  make  her  nest  and  hatch  her 
brood.  The  result  is  the  young  birds 
often  wander  about  exposed  to  the  rain 
and  wind  without  proper  food.  Being 
susceptible  to  cold  they  quickly  suc- 
cumb. This  habit  probably  accounts 
for  the  degeneracy  of  the  turkey  when 
domesticated,  culture  having  deprived 
it  of  the  hardihood  required  to  with- 
stand the  consequences  of  the  modest 
habits  of  its  wild  ancestors.

There  is  an  iaterestinjf  little  co-oper- 
ative, cooBolidative,  deal  on  toot  that 
will  put  a  big  share  of  the  expreea  traffic 
of  the  Northwest  under  control,  practi- 
cally of  one  company,  with  a  transcon 
tinental  line,  and  December  and  January 
bid  fair  to  be  lively  months  for  the  ex- 
press companies  of  the  Northwest,  par- 
ticularly for  the  American  Express  com- 
pany which  is  booked  to  lose  two  very 
important  roads  m  those  months. 

To  realize  the  full  effect  of  the  change, 
several  facts  should  be  borne    in    mind. 
First,  the  Canadian  Pacific  express  busi- 
ness is  done  by  the    Dominion    Express 
company,  stockholders  in  which    are  the 
leading  officials  of  the  railway.    Second, 
the  Duluth,  South  Shore  and   Atlantic 
and  the  Soo  roads  are  largely  owned  by 
the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad,  and    the 
Manitoba,  too,  is  closely  connected  with 
It,    The  Manitoba  some  time    ago  gave 
notice  to  the  company  operating  over  its 
300U  miles  of  line  that  it  would  about  the 
tirst    of      the      new     year    be    ready 
to        take      charge       of        its        own 
express  business.   The  Northern  Express 
company,  in  which  are    several    Minne- 
apolis men  interested  also    in    the    Soo 
road,  and  of    which    General    Manager 
Fitch  of  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  and 
Atlantic  is  a  director,   was  incorporated 
some  time  ago.  and  its  formation   noted 
at  that  time  m  the  press.  This  new  com- 
pany has  given  notice  that  about  Dec.  1 
It  will  take  charge  of  all    express    busi- 
ness on  the  line  of  the    Duluth,    South 
Shore  and  Atlantic  road,  and  it  has    al- 
ready   begun    distributing     safes     and 
printed  matter  to  the  various  stations  of 
the  road. 

It  is  understood,  and    the    statement 
may  be  relied  on,  that  the  Dominion  Ex- 
press company,    the    Northern   Express 
company,  and  the  Manitoba  Express  will 
together  form  a  close  alliance,  extending 
over  the  lines    of    these    roads  and  over 
the  Minneapolis,  Sault  Ste.    Marie    and 
Atlantic,  soon  after  the    advent  of  1890. 
It  is  probable  that    the  whole  company, 
except   perhaps     that     operating    the 
Canadian    lines    of    the    combination, 
will    go    under    the     name    "Northern 
Express  company,"      The    rails  to    be 
operated  by  the  joint  concern    will    ag- 
gregate over  8000  miles,  a  vast    territory 
for  a  new  concern  to  springjinto.    It  will 
have  a  transcontinental    route,  via    the 
Canadian  Pacific  railroad,  one  line  into 
Minneapolis  and    St,    Paul      and     one 
tlirough  north  central  Minnesota    and 
Dakota,  while  another  runs  to  Duluth. 

Says  the  superintendent  of  the  North- 
ern Express  company:  "The  company 
is  about  ready  for  business.  There  aie

TO  BOYCOTT  A  RAILWAY- 

Vmn  ••llMllMf«i  Th«  QuMtion   Llk«ly  to 
be  TesU-d. 

Chioaoo,  Nov.  '29.— A  general  boycott 
of  the  Peunaylvania  railroad  by  commer- 
cial travellers  is  threatened  as  a  result 
of  the  action  of  that  line  in  securing  the 
withdrawal  of  the  two-cent  mileage 
books  on  all  the  lines  leading  from  this 
city  to  Louisville  and  CincinnatL  There 
ia  also  considerable  feeling  over  the  cir 
cular  sent  out  by  the  road  instructing 
agents  to  obtain  addresses  of  over  300 
people,  whose  names  are  given,  and  who 
are  charged  with  having  sold  unused 
portions  of  mileage  books. 

Some  of  the  names  are  thoee  of  men 
prominent  in  the  mercanile  circles  of 
Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Indianapolis,  Louis- 
ville and  other  cities;  and  if,  as  is  sup- 
posed, the  object  of  the  company  is  to 
publish  the  names  in  a  black  list,  there 
is  likely  to  be  a  storm  of  indignation  and 
possibly  an  appeal  to  the  courts.  Law- 
yers whose  opinions  have  been  sought 
say  there  is  no  law  against  a  man  selling 
anything  that  he  has  bought  and  paid 
for  and  consequently  owns;  and  that  the 
only  thing  the  company  can  do  it  it 
holds  to  the  rule  that  these  ;.i.-jc«d 
books  must  not  be  disposed  of,  is  to  re 
fuse  to  issue  them  to  the  people  against 
whom  their  batteries  are  now  directed. 
At  any  rate  the  outcome  of  a  fight  be- 
tween the  road  and  the  drummers- -if 
one  is  inaugurated— will  be  worth 
watching.

Ottawa,  Ont,  Nov.  29.— Sentiment  in 
British  Columbia  in  regard  to  the  Chi- 
nese question  is  unlike  that  prevailing  in 
the  United  States.  A  big  deputation  of 
Canadian  salmon  packers  arrived  here 
today,  and  will  urge  upon  the  Dominion 
government  the  abolition  of  the  tax  of 
850  a  head  on  Chinese  immigrants. 

They  represent  that  the  fishing  indus- 
try threatens  to  collapse  unless  Chinese 
labor  is  secured  more"  extensively    than 
at  present.  Every  steamer  arriving  from 
China  brings  scores   of   Celestials,    but 
after  remaining  in   the    country    a    few 
weeks  they  steal  across  the  boundry  into 
the  United    States.    The    visitors    will 
also  endeavor  to  secure  a  modification  in 
the  fishery  regulations  in  the  province. 
They  will  at  the  same  time  urge  the  abo- 
lition of  the  duty  of  33  per  cent  on  min- 
ing machinery.    This   high    duty,  they 
claim,  has  diverted  millions   of   capital 
from  British  Columbia.

A   Milwaukee  Criminal  Lawyer  Beaten  to 
Death  by  Thugs. 

^LWAUKEE,  Wis.,  Nov.  29.— Jeff  C. 
McKenney,  one  of  the  leading  criminal 
lawyers  of  Milwaukee,  and  known  all 
oyer  Wisconsin,  is  lying  at  his  home 
with  his  face  beaten  to  a  pulp  and  suffer- 
ing from  other  injuries  that  may  result 
in  his  death  at  any  time. 

The  case  is  a  mysterious  one  and  the 
entire  police  of  the  city  is  at  work  try- 
ing to  run  down  McKenney's  brutal 
assailants.  He  was  found  in  Broadway, 
near  Michigan  street,  at  5  o'clock  yes- 
terday mormng,  and  has  not  yet 
recovered  consciousneas.  The  place 
where  he  was  found  is  in 
the  business  center  of  the  city,  but 
after^  dark  it  is  deserted  and  unfre- 
quented. McKenney  was  last  seen  in  the 
saloon  in  the  Opera  house  building, 
where  a  performance  was  given  on  that 
night. 

His  wounds  were  made  either  by  a 
bludgean,  by  brass  knuckles,  or  by  the 
heavily-shod  feet  of  one  or  more  assail- 
ants. McKenney,  like  any  criminal  law- 
yer of  his  prominence,  has  made  many 
enemies  during  his  long  practice,  but 
the  police  are  unable  to  find  anyone 
among  his  known  enemies  whom  they 
can  suspect  of  having  so  brutally  at- 
tacked him.

Philadephia,  Nov.  29.— The  fact  that 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  Tracy  has  di- 
rected that  a  new  trial  of  the  Vesuvius 
be  made,  has  aroused  a  good  deal  of  un- 
favorable comment.  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  Whitney,  before  he  retired  from 
office,  accepted  the  Vesuvius  in  all 
points,  excepting  rapidity  of  fire.  At 
the  time  of  the  official  trip  she  made  a 
speed  of  21.68  knots  an  hour  and  devel- 
oped a  maximum  horse  power  of  4600. 

The  fact  that  the  Vesuvius  made  21.68 
knots  an  hour  is  of  much  more  impor- 
tance than  to  know  the  exact  horse- 
power developed  by  her  engines.  There 
is  no  officer  but  knows  that  the  horse- 
power developed  by  the  engines  of  the 
Vesuvius  during  the  trial  was  far  in  ex- 
cess of  that  called  for  by  the  contract.

IN  LETTER8  OF  FLAME. 

In  the  tires  that  have  ravaiieil  the 
cities  of  the  East  and  West  this  year 
tharo  are  object  lessons  that  should  be 
driven  home  to  every  city  of  the  country. 
Putting  up  wooden  houses  in  a  business 
Gwoter  is  so  patently  an  insane  practice 
that  no  city  should  hereafter  jwroiit  it. 
Duluth  will  not,  and  on  tnis  point  no 
further  warning  is  needed  here.  But 
the  tires  have  also  shown  indisputably 
that  the  ordinary  brick  or  stone  build- 
ing is  only  uusafe  in  less  degree  than 
wooii.  When  tilled  with  inflaramable 
material  such  a  building  may  l»eooaie 
a  tiery  furnace,  spouting  sparks 
for  hundreds  of  feet  until 
its  ioora  give  way  and  its  un- 
braced walls  crumble  and  fall  on  the 
blazing  ruins.  The  danger  is  multi- 
plitjii  when  its  walls  are  carried  op  to 
giddy  heights  as  is  too  often  the  case, 
and  lis  inaccessible  stones  burst  into 
tlame  one  after  another  like  the  cham- 
bers of  a  lloman  candle. 

Do  w©  need  any  further  proof  that 
the  so-called  tireproof  building  is  often 
as  big  a  humbug  as  the  so-called  burglar 
proof  safe?  No  building  with  uncovered 
wooden  props,  or  timbers,  or  floors 
is  fireproof.  And  the  tire  risk  is 
greatly  enhanced  bv  the  conditions  of 
oar  '      a       climate,       for     the 

dry  sear :  umbers  of    our    buildings, 

heated  throughout  in  the  coldest  days 
by  steam  or  hot-air  pipes,  are  ready  fuel 
for  the  tlames  on  the  tirst  outbreak  of 
tire.  The  towering  warehouses  of  Boston 
that  dte  duioulderiog  ruins  today  were 
beacon  lights  yesterday  to  every  rising 
city.  Not  one  such  building  should  be 
suffered  to  go  up  in  Duluth.  A  two  or 
three  story  building  can  be  deluged  with 
water  and  an  outbreaking  fire  commonly 
contined  within  the  party  walls,  but 
where  magazines  of  tinder  are  reared 
one  on  top  of  another  beyond  the  reach 
of  effectual  streams,  and  burst  into 
ffame,  the  consuming  heat,  and  darting 
tongues  of  tire  and  volleying  sparks  mow 
down  building  after  building  within 
range  of  the  fiery  battery.  How  long 
will  the  recklessness  and  stupidity  of 
cities  devise  such  engines  for  their  own 
destruction!  There  is  pother  enough 
just  now  and  with  reason  about  our  de- 
fenseless coasts,  but  there  never  has 
been,  and  we  believe  there  never  will  be 
a  foreign  enemy  that  will  ravage  our 
cities  one  hundredth  part  as  much  as 
the  fire  traps  which  we  have  put  up  in 
their  centers  and  tilled  up  with  our 
moat  costly  stores  of  merchandise. 

When  used  with  discretion  and  prop- 
erly protected,  wood  can  be  employed 
with  reasonable  safety  in  building,  even 
in  this  city,  where  the  dryness  and 
cold  of  the  climate  require  exceptional 
precautions.  But  in  every  future  build- 
ing within  the  fire  limits  there  should 
be  satisfactory  guarantees  tbat  any  tim- 
bering or  flooring  used  will  be  fire- 
proofed.  And  no  less  care  should  be 
taken  in  covering  iron  columns  and  gird- 
ers than  in  casing  the  wood,  for  in  a  hot 
fire  iron  supports  are  even  worse  than 
wood.  We  do  not  suppose  that  the  city 
will  always  be  as  stringent  in  its  require- 
ments as  just  consideration  for  its  safety 
would  demand.  Some  unsafe  little 
buildings  will  go  up  next  year,  and  in 
the  years  to  come  within  the  tire  limits, 
as  they  have  this  year.  But  on  one 
point  the  city  should  be  inflexibly  rigid. 
No  large  and  costly  building  should  be 
put  up  to  be  a  permanent  source  of  dan- 
ger to  the  city  for  lack  of  proper  safe- 
guards in  its  construction.

No  fire  can  bum  the  heart 
out  of  an  American  town.  East  or  West.

No  nation  that  we  know 
of  is  wearing  any  crape  for  the  deceased 
empire,  but  conventional  propriety 
makes  all  wait  a  week  or  ao  before  shak- 
ing hands  with  its  murderer. 


The  prominent  criminal  lawyer  of 
Milwaukee  who  has  just  been  beaten 
and  kicked  to  the  verge  of  death  by  un- 
known rufllians  is  a  monument  of 
thanklessneaa.  After  having  devoted  a 
life  to  the  freeing  of  the  hands  of  men 
in  the  net  of  the  law,  it  is  hard  to  be 
struck  down  by  some  of  his  free-handed 
oliencd  or  their  pals.  If  he  had  been 
less  successful  he  would  have  been  more 
safa  

In  another  column  is  outlined  today 
details  of  one  of  the  largest  schemes  in 
connection  with  the  express  business 
that  has  ever  been  carried  out  in  this 
country.  A  new  company,  starting  out 
with  its  own  and  affiliated  mileage  of 
over  8000  miles  of  important  railway, 
reaching  from  ocean  to  ocean  and  tap- 
ping the  three  most  important  cities  in 
the  Northwestern  part  of  the  Union,  is 
no  baby,  though  just  born.  It  will  be* 
pleasing  to  note  the  varied  and  parti- 
colored denials  The  Herald's  publication 
today  will  call  forth. 


By  the  supreme  court  decision  the 
Chicago  Gas  Trust  is  knocked  out  The 
court  declares  that  the  charter  provision 
giving  the  trust  power  to  purchase  and

That  this 
conclusion  is  establishtH.1  by  the  highest 
judicial  authority  of  the  state  of  Illinois 
is  of  signal  importanoe,  and  the  blow  is 
the  heaviest  that  has  yet  b«iMi  dealt  to 
any  such  combination  in  this  oountr>'. 
There  was  a  crash  in  the  gas  trust  share- 
market,  but  the  local  security  dealers 
and  brokers  were  generally  untroubled 
by  it.  Most  of  them  have  adopted  the 
golden  rule — "Always  drop  a  thing  the 
newspapers  jump  on"— and  let  go  their 
trust  shares  mouths  ago.

Thankagiving  season  is  a  good  time  of 
year  to  %ure  on  cranberry  mHrshes.  and 
several  Duluth  men  and  other  iwrtiea 
are  tuiw  ublaining  iuformatiun  relative 
to  the  coat  of  preparing  cran terry  tields 
and  the  method  and  manner  of  growing 
and  gathering  the  berry.  It  ia  a  very 
protiuible  crop  when  well  eared  for, 
aingle  acres  having  been  known  to  pro- 
duce nearly  $1000  a  seaaou.  In  Wiscon- 
sin, there  are  large  cranberry  marshes, 
•nd    •  p    is    118   tine     as  in    any 

■e<-ri  :,ti  country.    Moat    of  theae 

n  u  Wisconsin  are  artiticial,  and 

til.  i.»t^ iise   of   starting  them    has   de- 
terred many  from  the  enterprise. 

But  near  Duluth  are  many  marshes 
suitable  for  cranberry  culture,  and  in 
fact  now  bearing  in  profusion  the  wild 
berry,  that  could,  with  little  expense,  be 
Qiade  to  yield  largely  and  profitably. 
Some  of  these  are  now  visiuid 
oy  Indians,  who  yearly  pick  a 
small  percentage  of  the  berries  and 
market  thorn,  but  their  cultivation  is 
memire,  the  result  small.  It  is  now  pro- 
pamd  by  these  men  to  form  a  company 
with  abundant  capital  and  develop  some 
<lt  theee  marshes. 

At  the  mouth  of  Brule  river  on  the 
south  shore  is  a  large  marsh  which  is  so 
situiued  that  it  can  be  readily  tlotKled  or 
kept  dry.      Cranberries  now  grow  there, 
and  in  past  years  the  local  market  has 
been     in     part    supplied    with    Brule 
berries.       Other      rivers      along      the 
south   shore    have   smaller   marshes  tit 
for    cultivation.       But    it    is    on    the 
line  of  the  Duluth  and    Winnipeg   road 
that  the  biggest  are  located.      There  is 
one  great  marsh,  twelve  miles  wide    and 
a  good  deal  longer,  croesed  by  the    road, 
where  wild  cranberries  exist    in    profu- 
sion, and  where  a  little  cultivation  would 
ftrow  enough  of  the  big  berries  of   civil- 
ization to   supply    all    Minnesota.    The 
new  company  has  its  eye  on  this  marsh 
and  is  said  to  have  already  obtained  title 
to  a  part  o'  it.    In  the    upper  St.  Louis 
and   upper  Mississippi  country  are  sev- 
eral others,  and  it  is  safe  to   say  that  in 
a  few  years  the  cranberry  supply  of  Min- 
nesota will  be  supplied  from  this  neigh- 
borhood, and  that  the  fruit  will  be  much 
cheaper  than  at  present

Nbw  Yobk,  Nov.  29.  —  The  de- 
ciding game  for  the  intercollegiate 
football  ohampioaahip  was  played 
by  Phnoeton  and  Yale  yee- 
terday,  and  Princeton  won  by  a  score  of 
10  to  0.    Oyer  30,000  people  were  on  the 

frouuds  and  great  excitement  prevailed, 
he  collegians  bad  congregated  and  kept 
up  a  continual  cheering  aud  tooting  of 
horna  The  tield  was  in  bad  condition, 
the  mud  being  two  inches  thick  and  aa 
slippery  as  a  greased  door.  The  Vala 
team  appeared  at  2:19.  and  soon  Prince- 
ton's proud  boys  gamboled  upon  the 
field.  Ames  of  Princeton,  and  Stagg 
and  Gill  of  Vale,  were  the  recepients  of 
the  most  tumultuous  applause.  There 
were  hundreds  of  Harvard  men  present 
who  all  cheered  for  Yale. 

The  game  from  its  inception  was  one 
of  intense  mterest,  and  brilliant  plays 
followed  each  other  in  rapid  succession, 
but  were  not  con  lined  to  a  few  men  as  on 
other  occasions.  Every  player  did  good 
work,  and  the  few  that  were  disqualiHed 
for  foul  work  forgot  themselves  in  the 
excitement  of  the  game.  But  two  were 
taken  off  the  tield.  Princeton  won  the 
toss  and  had  the  ball  at  the  start,  be- 
ginning with  the  "V"  trick.  The  half 
closed,  neither  side  having  scored. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  second 
half  Yale  had  the  ball,  and  there  fol 
lowed  the  hotest  kind  of  playing  for  fif- 
teen minutes,  when  Princeton  made  a 
touch-down.

The  seasun  of  lower-lake  navigation 
has  closed,  and  the  figures  in  this  article 
will  be  substantially  the  same  which  will 
be  given  by  Collector  Moore  in  his  an- 
nual report. 

It  was  the  universal  belief  at  the  out- 
set of  the  past  season  that  the  year 
would  be  a  poor  one  for  vessel  interests, 
but  everyone  was  mistaken,  for  the 
period  just  closed  has  been  the  best 
ever  known  here,  the  business  largely 
exceeding  any  previous  season,  the 
natural  development  of  this  section 
being  taken  into  consideration  in  making 
the  statement.  The  figures  for  Decem- 
ber of  this  year  are  estimated  by  the 
schedule  arranged  for  the  Dixon,  but 
this  may  be  increased  slightly,  and  if  the 
weather  permits,  the  staunch  little 
steaiuer  may  continue  her  trips  into 
January. 

Divested  as  far  as  possible  of  the  dry- 
ness of  figures,  the  season's  business, 
compared  with  last  year,  is  as  follows: 

The  number  of  arrivals  is  1272  and  de- 
partures 1282,  truly  a  grand  total  of 
2554  vessels,  or  2.j(j2  if  the  government 
vessels  are  included.  There  is  another 
showing .  which  gives  a  more  compre- 
hensive exhibit  of  the  business  of  the 
season.

The  lumber  shipments  have  been 
larger  than  in  any  previous  season,  a 
great  quantity  of  dimension  stuff  ap- 
pearin  t  in  the  figures  of  the  year.

This  year  Gladstone,  on  Lake  Mich- 
igan, received  125,000  tons  which  prac- 
tically reaches  consumers  in  the  same 
territory  as  that  unloaded  at  this  end  of 
Lake  Superior.  The  receipts  of  this 
year  show  a  shortage  of  5(X),000  tons  from 
the  amount  received  last  year,  but  the 
receipts  of  last  year  were  unloaded  on 
docks  utterly  destitute  of  an- 
other month's  supply  and  the 
various  companies  tilled  up  their 
docks  and  waited  for  orders,  but 
the  cold  snap  that  they  longed  for  never 
came,  and  this  spring  found  them  with 
comparatively  well  filled  docks  and  no 
rail  shipments  to  speak  of.  The  amount 
now  at  this  end  of  the  lake  will  not  be 
sufficient,  even  with  an  ordinary  winter, 
to  supply  the  demand,  and  some  in-ship- 
ments  by  rail  will  undoubtedly  have  to 
be  made  before  the  spring  of  1890.  Of 
the  amount  of  coal  which  passed  up 
into  Lake  Superior  this  year,  about  1,- 
220,000  tons  were  unloaded  at  Duluth, 
West  Superior,  Ashland  and  Washburn.

And  now  we  come  to  the  individual 
performance  of  vessels  running  to  Du- 
luth. A  few  years  ago  ten  round  trips 
for  one  vessel  ijetween  Buffalo  and  Du- 
luth was  arbig  record,  but  this  has  been 
beaten  every  year  and  1889  takes  the 
prize.  The  list  shows  that  26,3  vessels 
have  taken  clearances,  some  visiting  the 
port  but  once,  while  others  have  made 
as  high  as  forty  trips.  The  names  show 
the  cream  of  the  carriers  of  the  great 
lakes,  many  of  them  built  of  steel,  others 
of  iron,  still  others  of  the  "composite" 
build.

A  Correct  Samuary  ul  liie  Marine  Business 
of  Our  Neighbor. 

A  summary  of  the  business  of  our 
bustling  sister  port  has  been  somewhat 
hard  to  obtain  up  to  date,  but  Deputy 
Collector  W.  F.  Street  has  kindly  fur- 
nished The  Herald  with  the  following 
statement  of  the  customs  house  showing 
up  to  Nov.  10:

The  Eastern  Railway  company  has 
received  during  the  year  980,094  barrels 
of  flour  and  has  shipped  by  lake  during 
the  season  of  navigation  902,287  barrels. 
The  wheat  shipped  from  West  Superior 
docks  this  season  amounts  to  5,589,171 
bushels,  and  the  corn  to  162,430  bushels. 

Mr.  Street,  who  is  well  known  for  his 
aptitude  for  figures,  foots  up  the  value 
of  this  merchandise  at  $16,820,848.  He 
does  not  seem  satisfied  witli  the  splendid 
showing  that  his  books  make  (a  showing 
of  increase  almost  unequalled  on  the 
great  lakes),  and  adds  that  ''2,500,000 
bushels  of  grain,  150,000  barrels  of  flour 
and  225,000  tons  of  coal  have  ^»een 
shipped  and  received  which  do  not  ap- 
pear on  the  books  of  the  port."  Either 
Mr.  Street  should  enter  up  the  trifles 
alluded  to,  or  else  he  should  come  off 
the  perch  and  say,  "There's  our  season's 
record!    Match  it  who  can!" 

With  all  due  deference  to  the  West 
Superior  official  who  has  so  kindly  fur- 
nished The  Herald  with  these  figures,  it 
appears  that  coffee  at  $40  per  sack,  oil 
at  $5.50  a  barrel,  salt  at  $2,  as  per  his 
figures,  come  a  little  high.  Among  the 
70.829  packages  of  merchandise  which 
were  received  there  were  18,(349  packages 
of  wooden  and  hollow  ware,  and  the 
deputy  collector's  estimate  of  $100  per 
package  for  them  is  a  little  high— 
larious.  Probably  instead  of  $7,082,900 
these  packages  are  worth  about  $500,- 
000. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  averaire 
tonnage  of  the  vessels  m  the  West  Su- 
perior trade  is  1183  tons,  or  about  150 
tons  heavier  than  the  Duluth  average. 
This  is  easily  accounted  by  the  fact  that 
the  passenger  boats  arrive  at  and  clear 
from  Duluth  and  the  small  coasting 
vessels  register  on  this  side,  and  as  they 
are  ancient  craft  and  make  a  great  num- 
ber of  trips  they  keep  the  Duluth  aver 
age  low.

Promptly  at  noon  the  republican  cau- 
cus was  called  to  order  by  Secretary 
McComas.  Mr.  Cannon  of  Illinois  held 
over  as  chairman  of  the  caucus,  but  in 
view  of  his  candidacy  for  the  speaker 
ship  he  retired  and  Mr.  Henderson  of 
Illinois  was  elected  chairman.

I  met  Mr.  Reed  this  week— a  man  of 
the  broad  chest,  deep,  bold  voice,  effec- 
tive head  and  features,  and  port  and 
statur«  to  be  a  gladiator  of  debate,  a 
herald  to  defy  his  king's  enemies,  and 
with  thundering  speeches  and  the  moral 
courage  of  his  office  to  throw  his  glove 
of  mail  upon  the  floor  and  shout,  "Plan- 
tagenet,  I  defy  you." 

Reed  does  his  public  part  with  no  tre- 
pidation; no  man uscrijit  i J  behind  him;

He  is  endowed  all  through  for  the  open 
affray,  with  brown  eyes  well  apart,  a 
capacious,  cool  head,  a  moustache  of  such 
effeminacy  as  to  show  woman's  wit,  a 
good  circulation  not  choked  by  hair,  the 
abundant  health  of  the  hairless,  like 
Jacob's  makeup,  but  be  has  also  the  voice 
of  Esau.

Miss  P>nma  Romeldi,  the  dramatic 
soprano  of  the  Boston  Ideals,  unfortu- 
nately became  ill  toward  the  close  of  the 
brilliant  Chicago  engagement,  but  she 
is  now  ful'y  restored  and  is  singing  in 
better  voice  than  ever.  Her  "Norma"  is 
said  to  Ije  her  greatest  role — the  one  in 
which  she  received  the  warmest  ap- 
plause in  Europe;  but  she  is  equally 
strong  as  "Lenora"  in  II  Trova^ire  and 
aa  "Marguerite"  in  Faust  Miss  Romeldi 
sang  with  brilliant  success  in  all  the 
principal  opera  houses  of  Italy,  France 
and  Spain.  The  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis journals  have  been  very  enthu- 
siastic in  their  praise  of  her. 

Of  the  contraltos,  Helen  von  DoenhofT 
is  famous  both  as  a  singer  and  an  artist. 
Her  voice  and  temperament  are  essenti- 
ally dramati  %  and  she  is  great  in  such 
roles  as  "Azucena"  in  Trovatore,  "Anne"  ' 
in  Der  Freischutz  an<l  "Maddelma"  in 
Rigoletto.  Miss  Bella  Tomliris,  the 
other  contralto,  has  displayed  excellent 
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powers  as  "Siebel"  in  Faust  and  in  other 
important  parte.  * 

The  Ideals  are  stronger  in  tenors 
than  ever.  Chevalier  Scovel  is 
accDuntei  the  most  brilliant 
tenor  robusto  on  the  English  stage.  His 
life  is  tinged  with  romance.  Born  in 
Detroit,  he  became  a  singer  in  a  fashion- 
able Episcopal  church  in  New  York, 
where  he  met  his  wife,  very  rich  in  her 
own  right.  Scovel  is  a  rare  example  of 
a  gifted  artist,  who  does  not  need  to 
sing  for  his  livelihood,  and  all  of  whose 
artistic  work  may  be  said,  therefore,  to 
be  conamore.  Aa  "Manrico"  in  Trova- 
tore, and  as  "Faust"  and  the  "Duke  of 
Mantua"  in  Rigoletto  he  is  very  tine. 

Charles  O.  Bassett  became  well-known 
through  his  connection  with  the  National 
Opera  company.  His  musical  training 
was  obtained  under  the  best  masters  in 
Italy.  He  is  said  to  have  the  purest 
tenor  voice  on  the  operatic  stage.  In 
the  leading  tenor  roles  in  Fucia,  Rig- 
oletto and  Martha,  and  also  in  the  titular 
part  in  Faust,  he  has  made  a  deep  im- 
pression this  season,  and  has  won  the 
highest  enconiums.  The  Chicago  Jour- 
nal says:  "His  tones  are  liquid  and 
sympathetic,  full  of  expression  and  feel- 
ing, and  possessing  a  natural  sweetness 
rarely  found." 

The  leading  baritone,  this  year  as  last, 
is  W.  H.  Merteus,  whose  voice  is  recog- 
nized as  one  of  the  most  remarkable  of 
its  kind.  He  is  so  well  known  in  opera  that 
it  seems  hardly  necessary  to  speak  of 
him  at  length.  He  has  been  lauded  for 
his  impersonationsof  "Rigoletto"  of  "Val- 
entine" in  Faust,  "Sir  Henry  Ashton" 
in  Lucia,  and  of  the  "Court  di  Luna"  in 
Trovatore.  Clement  Bainbridge  is  a 
capable  and  conscientious  artist  who  al- 
ways rises  to  the  level  of  his  work  and 
performs  it  in  an  adequate  manner. 

W.  H.  Clark,  the  basso,  has  added 
greatly  to  his  reputation  in  the  roles 
which  he  has  assumed  this  season.  Sig- 
nor  Miranda,  who  shaies  with  him  the 
basso  parts,  wiis  for  four  years  a  leading 
and  favorite  singer  at  the  Royal  Italian 
Opera,  Covent  Garden,  London,  and  is 
etficient  and  effective  in  all  that  he 
undertakes. 

The  chorus  of  the  Boston  Ideals 
is  as  fine  as  any  connected  with 
a  traveling  combination.  This 
is  also  true  of  the  orchestra, 
under  the  able  conduct  of  Signer  Tomasi. 
The  costuming  of  all  the  operas  given  is 
new  and  specially  designed.  The  com- 
pany is  the  most  costly  which  has  at- 
tempted English  opera.

Agnes  Huntington,  the  American 
prima  donna  who  made  "Paul  Jones"  a 
suc<;es8  in  London,  is  having  a  new 
opera  written  for  her.  Bisson  is  doing 
the  librettos  in  French,  which  Mr.  Bar- 
nard of  Punch  is  putting  into  English 
and  Planquette  is  composing  the 
music. 

Gossip  has  it  that  Miss  Lillian  Rus- 
sell is  to  have  an  opera  company  of  her 
own  next  season,  backed  by  a  Wall  street 
syndicate.  It  will  cost  Mr.  Rudolph 
Aronson  just  $600  a  week  to  upset  this 
plan  if  he  wishes  to  retain  fairy    Lillian. 

Will  E.  Chapman  will  bring  out  a  New 
York  theatrical  journal  in  London  about 
Nov.  16,  which  will  be  called  London. 

Duncan  Harrison's  new  military 
drama,  '61  to  '1)5,  is  to  be  used  in  the 
spring.  It  deals  with  the  late  war,  and 
the  production  will  cost  $10,(XX). 
D Booth  &  Barrett  will  next  season 
again  "double  up."  Mr.  Edwin 
Booth  is  to  receive  oO  per  cent  of  the 
proKts,  Mr.  Lawrence  Barrett  40  per 
cent,  and  Mr.  Arthur  Chase  10  per  cent. 

Belasco  &,  De  Millo's  "original"  com- 
edy, The  Wife,  is  to  be  done  at  the  Lon- 
don Criterion  theater  soon,  with  Miss 
Olga  Brandon  as  "Helen  Truman." 
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The  passengei  elevators  of  Duluth 
carry  more  people  in  the  course  of  a  day 
than  all  the  short  line  trains  and  street 
cars.  From  6  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  6  o'clock  at  night,  the  busy  little 
boxes  glide  up  and  down  the  chutes  in 
ten  business  houses  in  this  city,  expedit- 
ing the  movements  of  a  hurrying  throng 
of  people  and  facilitating  business  inter- 
course more  than  one  would  imagine. 
Its  no  small  job  walking  up 
and  down  six  or  seven,  or  even 
nine,  flights  of  stairs.  The  elevator 
saves  all  this  trouble,  and  in  a  few  sec- 
onds will  carry  you  to  the  top  of  a  ten- 
story  building,  a  labor  which,  before  the 
invention  of  the  elevator,  was  attained 
with  no  small  difficulty  and  only  with 
great  muscular  effort. 

The  modern  elevator  was  invented 
early  in  1860,  but  did  no',  come  into  gen- 
eral use  until  about  eighteen  years  ago. 
"Lifts,"  as  they  are  called  in  Europe, 
were  in  use  in  1830,  but  so  few 
were  they,  that  a  traveler  Icxjked  upon 
one  as  something  wonderful,  one  writer 
setting  down  the  following  remarkable 
fact:  "King  Charles  Albert  of  Genoa, 
had  a  machine  in  his  palace  which, 
shaped  like  a  car,  is  drawn  by  a  chain  to 
any  story  of  the  palace.  It  will  hold  six 
people,  and  has  a  contrivance  for  letting 
them  in  and  out  at  any  story  of  the 
building." 

"  The  height  of  modern  buildings 
made  the  elevator  a  necessity.  No 
one  would  tenant  an  office  in 
such  buildings  as  the  First  National 
bank,  Palladio,  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Masonic  Temple,  Pastoret-Stenson,  or 
even  in  the  four-story  structures,  if  be 
had  to  walk  up  and  down  stairs,  while 
the  diningroom  at  The  Spalding  would 
be  deserted  if  there  was  no  automatic 
litL  The  elevator  came  for  the  same 
reason  that  brought  about  the  railway, 
the  telegraph  and  the  telephone.  Peo- 
ple like  to  do  business  in  a  hurry,  and 
anything  is  looked  upon  as  a  great  in- 
vention that  gives  man  a  chance  to  do 
in  one  minute  what  it  took  a  day  or 
week,  or  even  a  month  to  do  fifty  years 
ago. 

The  elevators  of  Duluth  lift  each  day 
a  weight  approximating  1,000,000  pounds. 
In  the  aggregate,  the  cables  that  hold 
the  elevators  are  subjected  to  a  direct 
strain  in  the  course  of  a  year  of  365,000,- 
000  pounds;  yet  it  is  safer  to  ride  in  an 
elevator  than  it  is  in  a  railway  coach,  or 
even  safer  than  it  is  to  walk  up  stairs. 
Statistics  show  that  more  people  are  in- 
jurcHl  each  year  in  walking  up  and  down 
stairs  than  are  hurt  while  riding  in 
passenger  elevators. 

The  man  who  runs  the  elevator  in  a 
big  business  building  usually  has  a  hard 
time  of  it.  The  muscular  strain  in  pul- 
ling the  guiding  rope  or  the  lever  is 
wearing.  Then,  too,  many  are  effected 
with  eye  diseases,  contracted  by  looking 
through  the  iron  grating  that  encUjses 
the  chutes  or  elevator  wells.  Many 
safety  appliances    have  been    manufac- 


tured of  late  years,  reducing    liability  of 
accident  to  a  minimum. 

Elevators  are  built  now  days  for 
speed.  These  move  by  hydraulic  pres- 
sure, the  water  being  supplied  from  a 
tank  at  the  top  of  the  building,  like  those 


of  every  girder,  beam,  column,  pier  and 
other  parts  of  his  structure,  so  that  each 
shall  be  adapted  to  the  service  which  it 
has  to  perform,  with  no  superfluity  of 
weight  and  strength,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
so  that,  oil  the  other,  all  considerations 


at  The  Spalding.  Other  elevators  run  by   of  stability  shall    be    duly  provided  for 


steam,  but  these  are  proverbially  slow. 
Some  elevators  move  np  and  down  at  a 
snail  pace;  others  drop  from  under  you, 
until,  before  you  reach  the  bottom  your 
stomach  seems  to  have  sunk  into  your 
boots  and  one  has  to  gasp  to  catch 
breath.  The  fastest  elevators  in  town 
are  those  in  the  National  Bank  building. 
They  shoot  a  man  up  and  down  at  the 
rate  of  at  least  sixty  feet  to  the  minute. 
The  Spalding  elevators  are  provided 
with  several  safety  attachments  that 
render  accidents  almost  impossible 
Even  if  all  the  cables  should  break  the 
air  cushions  at  the  bottom  would  safely 
break  the  force  of  the  fall.  The  Spald- 
ing, the  Palladio  and  the  Du- 
luth National  buildings  have 
each  two  elevators;  the  Far^usson, 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
Masonic  Temple,  the  Exchange,  the 
Board  of  Trade,  the  Pastoret-Stenson, 
the  St.  Louis,  the  O'Brien-Knowlton, 
have  each  one.  Several  other  buildings 
are  going  up  now  that  will  use  eleva- 
tors. All  the  wholesale  houses  about 
Lake  avenue  use  freight  elevators. 

The  deepest  passenger  elevator-  wells 
in  Duluth  are  those  in  the  big  grain 
elevators,  they  being  over  100  feet  long. 
Eiffel  Tower  at  Paris  uses  the  highest 
elevator  in  the  world,  the  one  in  Wash- 
ington monument  at  the  United  States 
capital  being  the  next  highest. 

The  elevators  of  New  York  city  carry 
at  least  1,000,000  passengers  each  day. 
The  nine  elevators  in  the  Produce  Ex- 
change carry  over  8,000,000  passengers 
each  year.  Each- one  of  these  elevators 
has  a  capacity  of  forty  persons.  One  of 
the  most  wonderful  buildings  in  the 
world  is  the  Equitable  building  of  New 
York.  It  cost  more  money  than  any 
other  business  building  in  the  world,  and 


within  the  limit  of  safety 

His  inventive  zeal  must  be  constantly 
on  the  alert  to  improve  on  the  known 
methods,  for  there  are  none  which  are 
not  subject  to  improvement  more  or  less 
fundamental.  Fireproof  structure,  in 
especial,  makes  a  never  ceasing  demand 
upon  his  resources.  An  envelope  of 
tire-clay,  porous  terra  cotta,  plaster,  or 
some  other  material  impervious  to 
fiercest  heat,  must  cover  every  piece  of 
structural  iron  or  wood.  There  must  be 
no  brute  masses  of  material,  such  as 
formed  the  basis  of  Roman  structure. 

None  of  these  devices  and  methods 
were  dreamed  of  when  the  old  masters 
of  architecture  perfected  their  forms  and 
proportions;  so  that  the  decoration  or 
artistic  expression  of  this  complicated 
and,  in  each  case,  to  a  certain  extent,  un- 
precedented organism,  and  the  conver- 
sion of  it  into  an  object  of  architecture, 
as  contrasted  with  one  of  engineering, 
must  demand  of  the  architect  such  a 
freedom  from  academical  restraint,  such 
a  command  of  the  resources  of  design, 
as  to  make  his  task  at  once  inspiring 
and  perilous.  Under  these  conditions, 
error  is  far  easier  than  success;  the 
grooves  of  custom,  if  indolently  foUowetl, 
will  sooner  or  later  lead  him  astray  from 
the  opportunities  of  original  expression 
which  are  lying  in  wait  for  his  use. 

The  silent  growth  of  the  building  on 
the  drawing  boards  must  be  attended  by 
a  constant  strain  of  doubt  and  anxiety. 
The  spirit  of  a  recognized  historical 
style  must  be  followed,  in  any  case,  but 
these  new  practical  conditions  of  con- 
struction and  service  compel  him  to 
various  and  perplexing  degrees  of  di- 
vergence from  the  consecrated  types. 
To  meet  these  dilfiult  emergencies  with 
adequate  spirit,    he    must    possess    the

in  it  are  used  ten  passenger  elevators  and  ,  thorough  knowledge  of    the  scholar,  the 


thirty-one  freight  elevators,  forty-one 
for  one  building.  But  then  one  must 
remember  that  its  roof  covers  each  day 
12,0(X)  people  who  do  business  and  have 
offices  under  it.  During  the  year  these 
"lifts"  carry  1,035,000,000  pounds,  or  over 
50(),0(X)  tons.  Each  elevator  of  the  six  in 
the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  building,  New 
York,  travels  in  the  course  of  a  year  12,- 
000  miles.  Some  of  those  of  Duluth 
probably  travel  a  distance  equal  to  twice 
across  the  .American  continent  in  the 
course  of  365  days.

structurally  the  H«8t  is  What  Is  Required 
in  ttie  West. 

December  Atlantic:  The  attitude  of 
the  West  towards  architecture,  as  dis- 
tinguibhed  from  that  of  the  more  culti- 
vatetl  parts  of  the  East,  may,  I  think, 
Ix^st  be  illustrated  by  the  fact  that  a 
graduate  of  the  best  schools  and  practice 
of  the  East,  who,  finding  himself  in  one 
of  the  rapidly-growing  Western  cities, 
should  insist  on  being  scholastic,  and 
should  confine  him8»»lf  to  the  correct  use 
of  strictly  classic  or  mediseval  motifs, 
would  soon  have  no  opportunities  for 
the  exercise  of  his  proclivities;  because 
he  would  not  be  understood,  and  because 
he  could  not  effect  a  reconciliation  be- 
tween his  academical  convictions  and 
the  modern  methods  of  structure  which 
he  is  compelled  to  adopt,  at  whatever 
cost  of  purity  of  style. 

Indeed,  his  moFt  anxious  study  must 
be  bestowed  on  thestructural  partot  the 
problem.  If  the  artistic  is  one,  the 
structural  is  nine  parts  of  his  endeavor. 
The  question  which  must  preoccupy  his 
mind  is  how  he  can  meet  the  practical 
conditions  with  the  greatest  economy  of 
material  and  labor:  how  he  may  adjust 
the  dimensions,  forms  and  oonueotions 


exact  training  of  the  engineer,  tne  en- 
thusiastic zeal  and  inventive  courage  of 
the  artist,  and  the  prompt  decision  of 
the  man  of  business.  The  stimulus  of 
enterprise  end  the  incitements  of  emu- 
lation are  in  the  air  which  he  breathes. 
The  qualities  which  I  have  named 
have  certainly  been  exhibited  in  some 
of  the  best  buildings  of  the  West  to  a 
degree  and  in  a  manner  which  distinctly 
differentiate  them  from  any  contempor- 
ary work  of  the  Old  World,  which  chal- 
lenge the  best  endeavors  of  the  East  to 
emulate  them,  and  are  already  giving 
cheering' evidence  of  the  establishment 
of  a  vigorous  architecture  characteristic 
of  the  West.

unnecessary  dissertations,  and  with 
brief  and  correct  biographies  of  the 
lending  composers. 

There  are  chapters  on  the  different 
forms  of  music,  church  music,  the  choral, 
miracle  plays,  passion  music,  folk  song, 
the  lied,  the  madrigal,  opera  and  ora- 
torio, music  of  the  Flemish  school,  Ger- 
many, France,  Italy  and  Spain.  There 
are  also  short  sketches  of  the  lives  of 
Bach,  Beethoven,  Chopin,  Gluck, 
GouDoud,  Haydn,  Handel,  Listz, 
Mozart.  Myerbeer,  Mendelssohn.  Ites- 
Bini,  Schubert,  Schumann,  Verdi.  Weber 
and  Wagner. 

Curious  Uueation*. 

It  has  often  been  said  by  members  of

The  book  is  just  what  any  member  of 
our  local  ladies  classes,  had  she  the 
talent,  would  have  written.  It  is  a  book 
full  of  answers  to  questions  all  who 
aspire  to  be  considered  well  informed 
should  be  able  to  answer  themselves, 
but  iiuestions  very  few  can  answer  with- 
out recourse  to  books,  and  perhaps  not 
then.  Such  a  book  has  long  been 
wanted,  but  it  was  a  venturesome  author 
who  staked  8<.)0  large  aud  well  printed 
pages  of  hark  work  on  the  expectation 
of  return.  It  will  doubtless  be  popular, 
it  will  prove  one  of  the  most  opportune 
issues  of  the  day,  a  necessary  adjunct 
to  the  library  of  every  home.  The  Iwok 
is  based  upon  questions  which  are  likely 
to  be  suggested  by  any  ordinary  course 
of  reading,  and  many  of  them  would 
naturally  rise  in  general  conversation. 
These  are  met  by  answers  complete  and 
clear.  The  author  is  not  satisfied  with 
a  curt,  dry  answer,  bi't  she  gives  such 
replies  as  anticipate  the  inquiring  mind; 
fuU  and  generous,  satisfactory,  profit- 
able and  helpful.  For  example:  "Who 
are  the  'Three  Friends'  mentioned  in 
Whittier's  'Tent  on  the  Beach,'  "  is  an- 
swered not  only,  but  the  classical  and 
other  allusions  in  the  poem  are  also  ex- 
plained; hidden  beauties  are  thereby 
brought  to  light,  and  appreciation  for 
the  poem  is  deepened.

The  Herald  is  not  given  to  braggiug 
of  its  eDWrpriM,  but  it  ulaima  just 
cre^iit  today  for  publishing  on  the  very 
day  uf  the  oloee  of  navigation  a  com- 
plete itt>mized  «xhtbit  of  the  entire  ma- 
riod  buaioeas  of  the  head  of  the  lakes. 
This  antioipat«»e  the  otBcial  ret>orte  con- 
siderably, and  tie  the  facte  given  have 
been  obtained  from  the  highest  official 
souroee,  it  is  contidentiy  claimed  for  The 
Herald  exhibit  that  it  ia  no  lees  accurate 
than  compreheneive.  It  is  highly  grati- 
fying to  note  that  the  bueineee  of  tne 
aesiKtii  just  oloaed  far  exceeds  that  of 
any  previous  season,  and  affords  the 
most  encourtiging  promise  of  future  in- 
crease. 

Duluth  has  had  the  cream  of  the 
freight  earners  this  seaaon,  and  many 
of  the  boats  entering  are  among  the 
finest  that  tly  the  American  tlag.  The 
splendid  performances  of  the  new 
"whale- backs,"  clearly  destined  to  revo- 
lutionize inland  water  transportation, 
are  the  moet  signal  feature  of  the  sea- 
son, and  the  design  aad  launching  of 
these  boats  here  is  a  big  feather  in  the 
cap  of  Duluth.  This  credit,  at  least,  is 
secure,  aud  we  can  hope  for  the  further 
credit  uf  securing  and  establishing  per- 
manently the  greatest  shipyard  of  the 
great  lakes  in  our  i-it> . 

The  extraordinary  activity  of  the  clos- 
ing months  of  the  season,  both  in  re- 
oeipls  and  shipments,  is  unprecedented 
in  the  record  of  lake  traffic,  and  makes 
really  a  phenomenal  showing.  It  is 
especially  noteworthy  that  corn  is  be- 
ginning to  loom  up  as  one  of  the  im- 
portant items  of  freight  handled,  and 
the  expeditious  delivery  and  tirst-class 
condition  of  the  corn  marketed  are  sub- 
stantial assurances  of  the  speedy  and 
great  increase  of  shipments  via  the  head 
of  the  lakea  The  wheat  received  and 
transmitted  has  been  almost  uniformally 
of  the  first  quality,  little  of  it  fnlling 
below  the  highest  two  grades.  The  ore 
shipments  show  over  80  per  cent  increase 
upon  the  record  of  the  previous  season, 
and  the  superior  grade  of  the  product 
has  been  fully  maintained.

One  of  the  best  strokes  that  has  been 
made  for  civil  service  reform,  whether 
intentional  or  not,  is  that  of  Postmaster 
General  Wanamaker  in  his  annual  re- 
port. He  points  out  how  his  department 
is  necessarily  demoralized  by  the  coming 
in  of  untrained  men  as  directors  of  the 
several  departments,  and  urges  the  ap- 
pointment and  retention  of  two  perma- 
nent heads,  one  as  the  actual  executive 
head,  to  be  known  as  the  general  man- 
ager, and  the  other  as  the  actual  admin- 
istrative head,  with  authority  to  institute 
at  once  the  needed  reforms,  to  be  known 
as  the  general  secretary.  This  would 
impose  on  the  postmaster- general  only 
the  task  of  general  supervision  and  re- 
lieve him  of  a  mass  of  details  inseparately 
connected  with  the  smooth  running  of  the 
great  business  machine.  Mr.  Wana- 
maker does  not  hesitate  also  to  indicate 
his  disapproval  from  a  strictly  business 
point  of  view  of  the  political  changes 
in  the  heads  of  departments,  and  al- 
though he  thinks  these  changes  will 
continue,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
in  this  department,  at  least,  there  will 
be  a  public  demand  that  must  be  heeded, 
for  the  Iwst  attainable  service.  The 
mail  business  of  the  country  is  of  far 
too  muclvcoosequence  to  be  suffered  to 
be  the  football  of  political  parties.

BosToji,  Nov.  30. -"The  Players' 
league  is  a  dead  surge  go,"  said  Magnate 
H«i Witt,  the  president  of  the  WHshing- 
ton  league  club.  The  Washington  man 
bad  registered  early  in  the  tnornltig,  and 
sent  tt^legrams  to  most  of  his  old  players, 
asking  them  to  meet  him  and  talk  over 
the  baseball  situation.  Connv  Mack, 
the  elongated  catcher,  lives  at  flartford. 
Conn.,  and  sent  the  followicg  telegram 
back: 

"I  have  signed  a  Brotherhootl  contract; 
do  you  want  to  st^e  me  under  the  circum- 
stances." 

Pitcher  Haddock,  who  lives  at  Dor- 
chester, was  the  first  to  show  up;  be  in- 
formed his  old  manager  that  he  was  a 
Brotherhood  man  and  would  stick. 

Conny  Mack  showed  up  about  3  o'clock 
and  remained  in  Hewitt's  room  for 
about  half  an  hour.  He  listened  to  all 
the  Washington  man  had  to  say,  and 
then  informed  him  that  he  was  no  con- 
tract-jumper; that  he  had  signed  with 
the  Piayera'  League  to  go  to  Buffalo  and 
could  listen  to  no  other  offers. 

Alexander  Ferson  was  the  last  player 
to  call  on  the  president.  He  came  down 
from  Manchester,  and    was  looking  well. 

"I  am  a  Brotherhood  man  all  the 
time." 

He  and  Hewitt  spent  about  half  an 
hour  talking  over  the  situation.  It  was 
no  use.  Ferson  had  signed  with  the 
Buffalo  club,  and  said  that  he  didn't  care 
to  be  put  down  as  a  contract-jumper. 

Mr.  Hewitt  talked  to  his  old  players 
in  a  very  friendly  way,  and  made  no 
brags  of  what  the  League  would  do.

THE  CENTRAL  AMERICAN  UNION. 

Costa  Rloa,  the   £squivalisU  Say,   Will  be 
Forced  to  Join  It. 

San  Jose,  Costa  Rica,  Nov.  30.— Don 
Ascension  Esquival  and  Senora  Esquival 
remain  at  the  -\merican  consulate,  where 
they  took  refuge  at  the  time  of  the  up- 
rising. The  principal  Esquivalists  are 
leaving  for  Guatemala.  Some  of  them 
say  that  the  Rodriguistaswill  pay  dearer 
than  they  have  expected;  that  their 
little  Costa  Rica,  with  her  scant  popula- 
tion depleted,  will  be  forced  to  enter  the 
Union. 

The  latest  reports  from  the  Central 
American  congress  are  those  of  the 
third  session.  It  provides  for  new 
steamer  lines  for  ports  between  -\ca- 
pulco  and  Panama,  and  considers  the 
question  of  improved  railway  service 
from  one  end  to  the  other  of  the  five  re- 
publics. Traffic  between  the  states  in 
natural  products,  and,  with  some  excep- 
tion, in  those  manufactured  from  Central 
.\merican  raw  material,  will  be  free. 
The  diet  will  continue  to  meet  from 
year  to  year,  but  after  1890  the  number 
of  delegates  will  be  three  from  each  re- 
public. 

The  general  government  will  begin  on 
Sept.  15  of  the  coming  year.  From  that 
date  the  present  republics  will  cease  to 
be  so  called,  and  will  adopt  instead  the 
name  of  the  "States  of  the  Republic  of 
Central  America."  The  old  Central 
American  Hag  will  be  restored,  each 
state  putting  its  particular  shield  in  the 
center  thereof.

HOW  CARICATURES  CHANGE. 


Bernard  GiUainTalkt  on  th«ChiUig:esof  the 

Paitt   V«siir8. 

There  has  been  a  decided  change  in 
the  last  twenty  or  twenty-five  years,  per- 
haps I  might  say  the  last  eighteen  years, 
in  the  character  of  the  political  cartoons 
that  have  "taken"  with  the  American 
people.  Formerly  it  seemed  that  the 
public  wanted  a  public  man  cartooned 
,  ith  all  the  brutality  that  the  ingenuity 
of  the  artist  could  suggest.  He  was 
pictured  as  hanging  or  wearing  a 
striped  suit,  or  in  some  other  condition 
of  public  humiliation. 

Today  party  feeling  appears  to  be 
mellowed  down,  and  the  public  wants 
humor  in  a  cartoon  rather  than  spite — 
ridicule  rather  than  spleen.  Ck)vernor 
Hill  once  remarked  to  me  that  he  did 
not  care  how  much  he  was  caricatured, 
provided  it  was  done  without  a  manifes- 
tation of  spite  and  an  apparent  desire  to 
offend. 

Some  public  men  are  particularly  of- 
fended it  they  are  presented  m  the  garb 
of  anything  but  a  gentleman.  Senator 
Evarta,  in  tliacussing  the  subject  in  his 
pleasant  way  with  me,  objected  to  the 
ancient  style  of  hat  that  the  caricatur- 
ists always  pictured  him  as  wearing.  He 
declared  that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  he 
bought  more  new  hats,  he  thought,  than 
any  other  man  in  Washington. 

Usually  the  feelmga  of  public  men  are 
not  hurt  because  they  are  caricatured. 
Great  politicians  have  of  themselves,  in 
more  than  one  instance,  sent  me  scores 
of  photographs  taken  in  their  favorite 
attitudes.  I  remember  that  when  the 
late  Congressman  Cox  was  making  a 
spirited  canvass  for  the  speakership,  I 
pictured  him  as  the  clown  of  the  house, 
and  he  straightway  sent  me  not  only 
very  excellent  photographs  of  himself, 
so  that  I  might  do  justice  to  his  face  in 
the  future,  but  also,  with  his  compli- 
ments, a  full  set  of  his  interesting  works 
bound  in  morocco. 


Monarch*  Oat  of  K«pair. 

A  wail  comes  from  Berlin  concerning 
the  unhealthfuiness  and  unhappiness  of 
the  present  rulers  of  Europe. 

First,  the  Czar  is  hypochrondriacal 
and  terribly  shaky  in  the  nerves.  The 
Czarina  is  even  worse  and  is  subject  to 
attacks  of  intense  nervous  prostration. 
The  Emperor  of  Austria  is  a  healthy  but 
a  heart-broken  man  and  the  Empress  is 
a  martyr  to  sciatica,  rheumatic  fever, 
and  melancholia.  She  belongs  to  the 
Wittelsbach  family,  who  produced  other 
samples  of  royal  misery  in  the  demented 
Kings  of  Bavaria.  The  King  of  Wurtem- 
berg  is  said  —by  North  Germans  at  least 
— to  be  more  than  half  crazy;  King 
Milan  of  Sarvia  is  haunted  day  and 
Sight  by  the  dread  of  assassination;  and, 
lastly,  the  Sultan  cannot  enjoy  a 
moment's  peace  because  he  expects  to 
meet  the  fate  of  his  predecessor.  Three 
more  miserable  men,  they  say,  cannot  be 
found  in  all  Europe  than  the  Czar,  the 
Sultan  and  King  Milan. 

The  German  Emperor's  physical  de- 
tects, again,  are  well  known.  The  King 
of  Holland  is  paying  the  penalty  of  vio- 
lent liberties  taken  with  a  naturallv 
stroog  constitution  and  has  now  sunk 
into  the  dotage  of  an  irritable  invalid. 
The  King  of  Italy  suffers  from  chronic 
gastric  derangement  brought  on  by  ex- 
cessive smoking  of  green  cigars.  The 
infant  King  of  Spain  has  no  constitu- 
tion at  all,  for  his  father  ruined  his  by 
excesses,  and  was  only  kept  alive  latterly 
by  opiates  and  champagne.  The  King 
of  Belgians  is  lame.  The  Queen  of  Kou- 
mania  is  haunted  by  hallucinations, 
which  sympathetically  affect  King 
Charles.  In  truth,  it  is  a  grim  and 
ghastly  list;  and  of  all  the  sovereigns  in 
Europe  only  Queen  Victoria  and  the 
Kings  of  Denmark,  Sweden  and  Greece, 
seem  to  l}e  blessed  with  sound  minds  in 
sound  bodies.  To  complete  the  list  it 
should  be  added  that  the  late  King  of 
Portugal  had  been  a  most  unhealthy 
and  unhappy  man  for  nearly  thirtv 
years,  as  he  had  never  had  a  month  s 
respite  from  illness  of  one  sort  or  another 
Biooe  19ea--IiOodoci  World.

Charity    that    Begins     at     the 

Home;  The  Corning  Crop 

of  Cooks. 


New  York  Herald:  "Our  children  are 
the  prettiest  pictures  we  could  (jive  you  ; 
they  are  pretty,  every  one  of  them,  in 
my  eyes.  I  cannot  stay  away  from  tlit-m. 
It  seems  to  rnel  am  here  nearly  all  my 
time." 

These  were  the  words  of  a  lady  man- 
ager of  the  New  York  cooking  school. 
Her  face  beamed  with  the  tenderness  of 
that  universal  motherhood  which  speaks 
in  Mrs.  Browning's  poetry,  which  .<jeem8 
to  compass  all  humanity  in  its  breadth. 
We  had  befan  admitted  at  the  front 
door  and  conducted  up  the  ttight  of 
stairs  by  a  bright-faced,  neatly -capped 
little  ifirl,  who  won  us  by  the  smiling 
cordially  of  her  service.  The  young  lady 
if  '.in    white  cap  and    apron,  was 

a.  mg  and  kind  as  could   he.    The 

lecture  she  gave  by  object  lessons,  oiier- 
ating  l>etween  two  kitchen  tables,  one 
holding  dishes  and  utensils  and  the 
other  materials,  and  a  great,  glowing 
range.  Her  audience  comprised  a  dozen 
or  more  family  eo<jks,  and  two  or  three 
young  ladies  of  like  worthy  ambition. 

This  was  the  second  lecture  of  the 
course.  The  size  of  the  audience  had 
been  limited  by  the  storminess  of  the 
evening  and  the  fact  that  all  the  enter- 
prises of  the  New  York  Cooking  school 
are  obliged  to  get  along  without  adver- 
tising.   The  themes  were:

While  telling  and  showing  how  all 
these  articles  are  prepared,  the  lecturer 
threw  in  many  tidy  bits  of  curious  in- 
formation. "Brown  sauce  and  white 
sauce  are  respectively  the  father  and 
mother  of  saucer.  Spanish  sauce,"  she 
said,  "18  really  a  Fn,aeh  sauce,  named 
by  its  inveotor  out  of  oouiplitneut  to  the 
complexion  of  Spaniards."  'Your  good 
cook  has  her  stock  pot  always  on  the 
back  of  the  stove,"  was  one  of  her  more 
practical  mots. 

The  subjects  of  the  next  demonstra- 
tion lecture  are:

Every  little  pupil  wears  a  cap  during 
the  lesaon  and  a  white    apron,    supplied 
by  the  school.    Each  upon  entering  goes 
to  tbe  sink  room  and  washes  her  bandis. 
Teacher  and    manager    were    amused 
lately,  upon  the  formation  of  a  new  class 
by  the  children  of  the  Messiah  Home,  to 
find  that  two  little  boys    who  had   come 
with  the  girls  had    donned    their      caps 
with  the  rest.    They  were  not  unbecom- 
ing, and  the  sturdy  little  chaps  were  not 
the  least  proHcient  cooks  of  their    class. 
Ihe  teachers  were  kind,  but  searching 
and  expert  in  the  little  examinations    to 
which  they  from  time  to  time  subjected 
their  charges.     Some   New   York    ladies 
of  high  degree,  possessing  the  devotion 
out  of  which  this  institution    was    born 
left  their  homes  and  lived  in   Boston  for 
months  studying  to  qualify  themselves  as 


managers  and  supervisors    of    the  New 
York  Cooking  school. 

'•Look  at  your  apple  pie,  Mary,"  said 
the  teacher.  "Don't  let  it  burn,  and  if 
it  seems  dry  inside— that  is,  if  your  ap- 
ples are  not  juicy  enough— pour  in  one 
or  two  spoonfuls  of  sweetened  water 
once  in  a  while  through  the  hole  in  the 
pastry  at  the  top." 

I  had  watched  all  the  stages  in  the 
"iissembling"  of  this  pie  with  as  much 
deep  interest  as  if  it  had  been  the  new 
wire  and  steel  segmental  thirty-ton  can- 
non. I  had  learned  that  its  juices  may 
all  be  retained  within  the  crust  by  heap- 
ing the  sliced  fruit  in  the  middle  and  I 
leaving  the  space  of  a  circular  moat  or  ( 
channel  for  the  juice.  My  devotion  was 
rewarded  by  a  generous  segment  of  this 
transcendent  apple  pie. 

When  the  nutmeg  had  been  added, 
the  teacher  had  produced  a  nutmeg  in  a 
state  of  nature  and  explained  that  the 
spice  called  mace  was  simply  the  shell. 
( "HBual  hints  were  given  on  economy  in 
the  care  and  use  of  utensib.  Little 
hints  also  on  manners.  When  they 
came  to  the  repasts,  which  are  always 
served  to  the  children  from  the  viands 
they  have  cooked,  they  were  advised  of 
the  enormity  of  eating  with  the  knife, 
and  were  told  to  note  and  remember  how 
the  several  articles  when  properly  cooked 
ought  to  taste. 

So.  with  a  delightfully  confused  sense 
of   pretty    children,  engaged    m  dicing 
carrota,    whipping  e^g   yolks,  kneading 
bread,  rubbing  black    beaus   through    a 
colander,  paring  potatoes,  slicing  apples, 
poaching  eggs,    toasting  bread,  turning 
omelets,  watching  the  ovens    and  piling 
plates  of    snowy    little    biscuits  on    the 
heating  shelves  above    them— mixed  up 
with  trim  and  patient  cooking   teachers 
and    elegant    society   ladies    dispensing 
kindness    and      L.deful    knowledge— the 
whole  dominated  by  the   vision  and   the 
memory  of  that    apple   pie,  I  pass   from 
out  the  portals  of  the  New    York   Ccxjk- 
ing  school  into  tbe  prosaic  realm  of  daily 
life.      \ 

"We  have  been  keeping  our  work  very 
quiet,"  aaid  the  president  of  the  school, 
"but  a  great  deal  of  good  has  been  done. 
We  have  never  appealed  m  any  way  to 
the  public.  Our  funds  have  all  come  to 
us  through  donations,  subscriptions  and 
the  delis'  festival  held  winter  before 
last. 

"Hitherto  we  have  been  unwilling  to 
graduate  our  scholars,  wishing  tirst  to 
test  our  system.  It  is  now  thoroughly 
established,  and  we  this  year  shall 
graduate  pupils  on  the  normal  school 
plan. 

"Where  I  feel  a  particular  pride  in 
the  work  as  one  of  beneficence  is  in  the 
fact  that  of  the  8U0  scholars  taught  dur- 
ing the  past  year  500  were  given  free 
lessons.  It  is  the  only  school  of  its  kind 
existing  in  the  world,  eg  far  as  I  know, 
although  there  may  be  minor  organiza- 
tions of  which  I  have  never  heard.  At 
the  Kensington  school  in  London  I  wfts 
told  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  es- 
tablish a  free  school  of  cookery. 

"Most  of  our  pupils  are  from  the  pub- 
lic schools.    The  object  is  not   so   much 
to  etiucate  cooks  for  service  as  to   raise 
the  blandard  of  cofjking  and  living.     If, 
after  passing  the  third  course, girls  show 
an  aptitude  for  cooking,  we  give  to  such 
as    do    not    intend    to    become  cooks  a 
means  of  earning  a  livelihood  by  further 
specud  instructions  in  the  art  of  putting 
up  preserves,  picklep,  making  cake,  etc. 
"Physicians  have  told  me  we  are  doing 
more  real  charity  than  any  other  institu- 
tion.    We  teach  the  children    from   the 
tenements,  who  would  otherwise  have  no 
opportunity  of  improving  their  mode  of 
life;  who  would  marry,   make    wretched  ' 
wives  and  drive  their  husbands  to  drink.  I 
We  cannot  expect  to  see  the  full  harvest , 
of  this  work.    It  will  show  itself  in   in- 
creased temperance  in  the  next    genera- 
tion.   The    mothers    of  these    children 
have  not  this  special  knowledge  that  we 


supply  and  no  time  to  impart  if  they 
had,  as  most  of  them  go  out,  leaving 
children  of  12  or  even  younger  in  charge 
of  their  homes.  In  more  than  half  the 
homes  I  visit  the  entire  work  is  done  by 
children  of  this  age."

From  Professor  Swing's  Letter:  It  is 
a  pity  for  William  Waldorf  Astorthat  he 
has  revealed  not  only  an  ignorance  of  the 
facts  of  his  country,  bm  a  still  deeper 
ignorance  of  the  meaning  of  the  word 
"literature."
